PROCEEDINGS OF THE FORTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL ENCAMP- 
* MENT, GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC, ROSEBURG, 
OREGON, JUNE 27, 28 AND 29, 1928. 


The Forty-seventh Annual Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, Department of Oregon, convened Wednesday, June 27, 1928, at 
10:00 A. M., in the Elks Temple, Roseburg, Oregon, with H. S. Lillagar, 
Department Commander, presiding. 

The Past Department Commanders were asked to take seats on the 
platform. Those present were J. C. Cooper, H. V. Gates, Dr. J. E. Hall 
and William Clemmens. The Department officers on the platform were 
D. L. McKay, Judge Advocate; Royal J. Taylor, Junior Vice; James Lisle, 
Chaplain; C. S. Baker, Assistant Adjutant General. 

The mayor of the city of Roseburg, Dr. George E. Houck, was escorted 
to the platform by the Officer of the Day, W. J. Terry, and introduced 
by Commander Lillagar. The mayor stated in substance as follows: 

“Commander and comrades: The chief of police will be in jail while 
you are here. After.that we will liberate him in order that he may take 
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ye of some of the people we have. We will not need him while you are 
ere. 

I am very glad indeed to be able to address you for I realize this 
pleasure is not going to be delegated to many mayors of this town in the 
future but I am really glad to see that the passing years have rested so 
lightly upon those of you who are here because I know that the time is 
not far distant when we are not going to be able to address the G. A. R. 

I will tell you a little bit about the World War. I cannot say that it 
was a pleasure to have been in that although I spent twenty-five months 
in the service. The war you engaged in was fought under great difficulties. 
You had a great deal more to contend with than we did with the war with 
Germany. I refer more to the lack of sanitary environments. A seriously 
wounded man in the Civil War had very little chance for recovery. The 
fire arms used were of low velocity and if you were wounded badly it was 
an extreme injury that you had very little recovery from and you had lots 
to contend with. You had gangrene and various other things to cause 
death. I remember one case in the World War where a man had four 
bullet wounds in his nose. With our modern surgery his recovery was 
satisfactory with no mark on his nose other than one the size of a small- 
pox pit. Another case of a man who had four bullet wounds in his hand. 
After recovery he had just some little pits to show. Just think what would 
have happened to that hand in the Civil War. Very likely have lost the 
arm or even death. 

Dysentery was a greater enemy in the camps, and caused more deaths 
than the battlefield. Typhoid was a close second in your war while we 
had only about 1000 cases in the war with Germany, or I might say in 
France, 

Now relative to the gag used in the late war, it was probably the most 
harmless of all the warfare. To be sure it would disable a man but that 
was better than a dead man. Unless he got a very bad dose of gas it only 
laid him up for about two weeks. If he sat down in it he got a good sized 
blister and if he breathed it it was not particularly good for his lungs. Let 
me say again that the hazards you met with were far greater than ours. 

We welcome you in Roseburg and expect you to have a good time and 
we will see that everything is done to make it a pleasant time and I hope 
next year you will meet in your next encampment the same comrades. I 
hope there will be many of you left for years to come. I thank you.” 

Commander Lillagar thanked the mayor for his hearty welcome. 

At this point the Officer of the Day took up the password and reported 
all entitled to remain. 

The Chaplain invoked the Divine Blessing.

It was moved and seconded that the Commander’s report be accepted 
and referred to the Committee on Reports and Resolutions, George Knier- 
iem, T. G. Robinson and R. F. Frasier. 

The Senior Vice Commander’s report was called for. J. J. Newmyer 
had previously reported he would be unable to be present as he had been 
ill for the past year and under the doctor’s care. 

The Junior Vice Commander made the following verbal report: 

“T appreciate the kindness that has been extended me through your 
voices and the many other kindnesses I have received from your hands. 
It was with some misgiving when I thought of accepting the office of 
Junior Vice Commander but I am glad today that I accepted and I thank 
you very kindly for it. 1 wish to say that there has been but one other 
time in my life that I appreciated more than meeting with you and that 
was when I laid in the arms of another man’s wife and that was my 
mother. I thank you.” . 

The Medical Director, Dr. J. E. Hall, submitted his report as follows: 


Report of the Medical Director 


To Commander and Comrades: 

Those of us yet able to answer to roll call and who very seldom miss 
when opportunities for refreshments are at hand, while wrestling courage- 
ously with disabilities supposed to belong to men of our class, or being 
victims occasionally of some accidental injury because we were not active 
enough to get of the way, or sharp sighted enough to watch all the corners, 
should find some satisfaction in learning that our government is now try- 
ing to find places in the veterans’ hospitals for us when we need such a 
place. 

This will probably prove satisfactory to our sons-in-law or daughters- 
in-law, whose love for us is apt to be confined to the period of our ability 
to get around and wait on ourselves, with the added disposition on our 
part, if living with them, to be generous with our pension. This is not in 
criticism, for naturally when a son of ours induces some other person’s 
daughter; to marry him and start a home of their own, the supposition is 
that the home thus founded belongs to them exclusively until the stork 
brings additions by the infancy route, which is the rational one, and not 
by the veteran route, which is reversing the proper order of domestic 
economy. 

You may have noticed that our honored auxiliaries who profess, and we 
may believe, feel a sincere regard for veterans of the Civil War, are very 
likely to limit that regard to those so situated that they find homes else- 
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where, or being disabled find places of refuge in a Soldiers’ Home or 
Hospital, or their highest regard and deepest feeling is expressed toward 
those veterans whose record is closed by death. We are flattered at times 
by the meals provided us and told how we are loved by our sisters, whose 
kindness gratifies us, but this fraternal regard in which we are held applies 
to those of us who get our meals and mending done elsewhere. A few 
of us are in a measure safeguarded by having a wife remain who promised 
in a matrimonial contract to care for us while life remained. Even here 
the divorce court has power to break this contract and cast a veteran adrift, 
but Uncle Sam remembers his service and offers him protection. It is the 
dead here to whom tablets and monuments are erected, so we have a chance 
farther on to have others find out how important we were to the life of 
our nation. We think we would like to read our own monuments but at 
our advanced age letters on marble are hard to make out and we will have 
to turn the task over to others. We may take comfort in advance in 
imagining the noble records we have made. Let us keep trying to make 
them.

At this point J. C. Cooper asked how many comrades were in the audi- 
ence who were with him at the dedication of the Soldiers’ Home at Rose- 
burg thirty-four years ago. Only three comrades stood. 

The stenographer gave a brief resume of what took place at the meeting 
of the Council of Administration earlier in the morning when the Council 
passed favorably on the Assistant Adjutant and Quartermaster General’s 
books. D. L. McKay made the motion that the report of the Council be 
accepted and this was seconded by W. J. Terry. 

The Assistant Adjutant, C. S. Baker, gave his report, also his report as 
Assistant Quartermaster General. 

Past Department Commander, William Clemmens, requested that the 
Credentials Committee meet in the ante-room at 1:00 o’clock. 

Motion was made and carried that a recess be taken and business re- 
sumed at 1:00 o’clock. Just as the comrades were adjourning a committee 
from the Auxiliary of the Sons of Veterans, composed of Mrs. L. Smith, 
Ms. D. L. McKay and Mrs. C. A. LaMar were admitted. They were 
graciously received by the Department Commander. 

Mrs. Smith, stated briefly as follows: 

“My sisters with me are the wives of Comrades present here today. I 
have given up my husband but I am pleased to be sent here today with the 
other sisters as a committee to bring you greetings from the Auxiliary of 
the Sons of Veterans. I ama Relief Corps woman but I am also working 
with the Sons of Veterans. We are doing the same thing for them as the 
W.R.C. have done for you. We want you to remember that the sons are 
your sons and you should encourage them to go on with the work you 
have taken up. We are glad to be sent here as a delegation. 

Commander, here is a little gift for you from our Department President, 
Louisel King, which she sent with her love, which you deserve. We will 
be glad to give and give and give of our help to you and we expect to give 
it as long as we live.” 

Mrs. LaMar stated as follows: 

“Commander, Officers and Comrades: I don’t know when I have had

anything please me more than to visit you today with the committee from 
the Auxiliary to the Sons of Veterans. *We love the Daughters and their 
organization but you also have your sons and you love your sons and you 
must love their wives and you want them to work with their husbands the 
same as the W. R. C. work with the G. A. R. We will leave this organ- 
ization in the hands of our sons and the daughters, still we want recog- 
nition of the Auxiliary to the Sons of Veterans and we want you to do all 
you can to help the Auxiliary and we are going to do all we can to help 
you. We are very happy to be with you this morning. I thank you.” 

Mrs. McKay spoke briefly as follows: 

“Commander Lillagar, Your Staff and All Comrades: I bring you 
greetings from our Auxiliary President and it gives me more than pleasure 
to be here and help bring the greetings. I don’t want to keep you any 
longer than is possible but I hope you will have a pleasant convention and 
that the memory will be pleasant after it is over with and I will say 
good-bye.” 

Commander Lillagar responded to the above greetings. 


The convention resumed business at 1:30 P. M. 

Past Commander J. C. Cooper announced he had a resolution for im- 
mediate action which had been signed by the Council of Administration. 
Comrade LaMar seconded it. The Commander advised it was a question 
of privilege and that the matter should be left with the National Com- 
mander to decide when he arrived in a couple of hours. 

The Assistant Adjutant advised the committee had passed a resolution 
to the effect that this matter should be left with each Department whether 
they wanted every member in good standing to vote or not. Comrade 
Cooper advised the Commander he would withdraw the resolution for an 
hour or two if the committee was satisfied. Comrade LaMar advised they 
were. 

Comrade C. P. Holloway made the motion that out of respect to the 
Commander-in-Chief that a recess be declared in order that the comrades 
might march in a body to the depot to meet him. This was seconded by 
D. L. McKay, who also suggested that the Drum Corps accompany them. 

The Assistant Adjutant read the list of name's on the visitation list and 
also the names of Committee on Reports. 

The Commander spoke relative to the comrades marching in the parade 
on Thursday and advised that autos} would be available for all those who 
were unable to march. He also stated he had been advised by the Com 
mandant of the Soldiers’ Home that if any of the comrades weer taken 
sick he would send for them and they would be well taken care of and 
dissected, if necessary. 

The stenographer read a note from the Daughters, inviting the com- 
rades to their “Stunt Night” at the Moose Hall. 

The Assistant Adjutant read the Roll of Honor, each Post standing as 
the names of their comrades were read: who had answered the last roll 
call. Ninety-two names in all were listed. The Commander called the 
comrades present to their feet and repeated “Taps have sounded, lights are 
out and the soldiers sleep.” 

Recess taken to meet the Commander-in-Chief. 

Business session resumed at 3:15 P. M. . 

Comrades returned from the depot and in a few moments Commander 
Lillagar returned, escorting the Commander-in-Chief. The comrades rose 
and sang “Marching Through Georgia’ while the Commander-in-Chief 
took his seat on the platform, after which Commander Lillagar, in a few 
chosen remarks, introduced the Commander-in-Chief, Elbridge L. Hawk. 

Address of Commander-in-Chief 
“Commander and Comrades: It is needless to say that I am pleased 
to be with you Oregon boys. I have been traveling for two months and 
visited every Department in encampment possible and I found the ma- 
jority of the boys looking contented and happy, as a rule. If I found any 
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Department Medical Director 
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at all discontented I investigated what was wrong and got them right and 
cheerful and gave them a smile. You just keep on smiling through and 
remember, ‘Laugh and the world laughs with you, weep and you weep 
alone.’ Just remember it doesn’t do you any good to grumble. Just think 
of tomorrow and let yesterday go. You boys just keep on. I have met 
thousands of you boys in the last six or seven weeks and this is the last 
encampment I will attend before I get home. I have been in every De- 
partment encampment I could attend and I inspected some departments 
where there were no encampments. I found the general feeling among the 
comrades splendid. I have met with the W. R. C. and all our allied Aux- 
iliaries and have had a wonderful time. You know it is woman’s place 
to look after us fellows. I have had plenty of everything but sleep. I 
have enjoyed everything to the fullest degree but they cut me out of sleep 
but I will get it when I can and I am pleased to meet with you boys in 
Oregon. 

I left Washington last night after attending the closing camp fire and 
it was the largest one I have attended on my trip. 

They tell us we are on the downward journey. I tell you we are just 
as old as we feel. I told the Governor of Washington last night that the 
Civil War just came at the time when we were the boys that had to do it 
just the same as the Spanish War boys and the World War boys did it 
when their turn came. We did our bit when we were not trained and not 
one in a thousand knew a thing about war or training or the duties of a 
soldier. 

Just a week ago I visited the monument erected to General Sheridan 
and placed a wreath on this monument in Ohio. A man, in my opinion, 
that did more in a battle than any thousand other men ever did. He took 
his defeated army and turned it. on the enemy and defeated them. They 
call him “Phil.” What I want to leave with you is this. I visited the 
home of General Sheridan and it brought back wonderful memories. They 
say he came back to visit his old mother after the war. He came without 
display to just visit his old home folks and he was one with them and that 
is the kind of man to be. I want to say right here that I can never repay 
what the comrades have done for me and in the State of California, where 
I have lived two-thirds of my life, they have given me so much. I am 
pleased to say to you that I have met them from West to East and North 
to South and I find them all fine. 

I want to see your Soldiers’ Home. I go through the hospitals and tell 
as I pass their beds whether anything is wrong. If anything is the matter 
I find out what and I feel that I have been in work that I like. I like to 
be of any service and try in that way to repay the kindness that has been 
done to me. We should be very thankful that we lived in the time of the 
Civil War when we could be of great service to our country. Do you 
remember in our war our Commanders always said ‘come on’ and now it is 
‘you go on.’ All you boys know you could never say during the Civil War 
that you didn’t have a good commander. You can all recall to mind the 
comrades who had the staying qualities. From the company I was in 
there are but two left now. . 

I want to say to you boys that if you will stick together we are yet a 
potent force in this Government. I have found this out in our Congress 
and Legislature this year. They can’t understand why if we want anything 
we send it to a man in Colorado and he in turn goes to Washington and 
gives it to your Congressman. If you want anything from your Con- 
gresssman or Legislature you go there yourself. Above all things don’t 
give it to a newspaper first. As much as to say ‘If you don’t do so and so 
we will give you the devil. Your Congressman will be glad to talk to you 
or send your letters to him direct. Don’t issue something for publication 
first before it reaches him. You know how you would feel if you were in 
his place. The G. A. R. bills will be recognized. Our bills would have 
passed long ago but it was meddled with. I had a meeting with the joint 
committee and had a conference with them and they advised they would

do all they possibly could for us. The President was satisfied with the 
bill and would pass it if the money was available. This would mean $50.00 
tor the widows and it would have been approved but a gentleman came in 
from Colorado and he said he took a newspaper and he was appointed a 
Senator and he got up and talked about this bill after we had adjourned 
and he interpreted it from a newspaper’s standpoint and took up the time 
and the result was the bill was not reached for weeks. If we boys will 
only stick together on any proposition and stay by it we will get it. This 
bill was a plain bill and a just bill and we feel that all widows are entitled 
to all they can get and it hurt so not to get it through. I am sorry to say 
there is a feeling among a certain class of men that they don’t want any- 
thing to go through the Legislature unless it eminates through them. It 
is not that way with the G. A. R. I refer to the National Tribune. They 
infer we are too old too accomplish, anything unless we take it to Congress 
through their paper and we must look to them, etc. As I have said before 
if we just stick together we will get satisfactory legislation. If you want 
anything from your Congressmen or Senators go to them. They will listen 
to you better than someone who runs a newspaper. You will not get any- 
thing from the outside. Through my Congressman I had occasion to see 
the chairman of each committee and he said it was necessary more than 
anything else to get one thing through at a time and the quicker you can 
do it the better it is. 

The feeling toward our bill in Washington was fine and the money. was 
available in January but this man from Colorado came in and took up the 
time and in June when our bill came up, after being delayed, there was no 
money and we lost out.. From now on we are going to stay together, 
work together and do everything we can for our comrades and their de- 
pendent ones. 

In our State Home in California we have many Spanish War boys and 
there is the feeling among them that they would like to be in control for 
if they are not in control soon it is a matter of only about ten years be- 
fore the World War boys would get.in control and the Spanish boys want 
a chance now. The Spanish War veterans got the first new building but 
I couldn’t ask to get better support from these boys than they have given 
me but I know they have the feeling they want to get in charge for 
awhile. Now let us all stand together for the short time we are here. We 
want to have it just as good for us as it can be made and to that end I am 
devoting my time and expect to so long as I live. I have been blessed with 
good health with the exception of about a year. It has been good to get 
into the different states and meet the boys and greet them as I have done 
and I hope to meet them all in the future. Want you all to come to Denver 
in September and next year we want you to come to Sacramento, Calif. 
When you are in Denver we are going to invite you again. There will be 
other places that will want the convention but if you will come to Sacra- 
mento we will give you a good time. 

I want to thank you all and greet you individually. I am better adapted 
to that than talking from the platform.” 

The Assistant Adjutant read the following resolution presented by Past 
Department Commander J. C. Cooper. 

“Be it resolved that any member of the Grand Army of the Republic in 
good standing in this State be allowed to vote on any and all matters 
coming before this convention.” Signed by J. C. Cooper, J. E. Hall, H. V. 
Gates, R. F. Frasier and E. A. Pointer. 

A motion was made and seconded that the resolution be accepted as 
read. A standing vote was taken which showed 73 in favor and 6 against. 
It carried. 

The Assistant Adjutant read a resolution from Comrade Earl Race, 
Sedgwick Post No. 10, Salem, Oregon, relative to the Sons of Union Vet- 
erans taking up the work of Memorial Day for the G. A. R. when they have 
become aged and unable to do the work themselves. 

A motion was made by Dr. J. E. Hall that this should be tabled as the 
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Sons had already asked to do this for the Grand Army. This was seconded 
by Past Commander William Clemmens and the motion prevailed. 


Motion was made and carried to take a recess until Thursday morning 
at 9:00 o’clock. 


Thursday, June 28, 1928 


Meeting called to order by the Commander at 9:00 A. M. The Chaplain 
invoked the Divine Blessing. 

Comrade C. B. Zeek reported on the visitation committee to the Daugh- 
ters of Union Veterans. He advised the Daughters returned best wishes 
and congratulations and, if satisfactory to the Commander, they would like 
to bring greetings at 1:00 P. M., Thursday. 

Comrade D. L. McKay reported for the Greetings Committee to the 
Sons of Veterans and their Auxiliary. He advised he found both organ- 
izations doing good work and prospering and would continue to prosper 
and become a permanent help to perpetuate the memory of the G. A. R. 

Comrade R. F. Peake reported his committee had visited the Ladies of 
the G. A. R. and received a hearty welcome and the ladies in return had 
sent greetings by him to the G. A. R. They seemed to be quite prosperous 
and are doing a great work for the G. A. R. 

The Officer of the Day reported a delegation from the Sons of Vet- 
erans. Seventeen were admitted. C. E. Foster, Division Commander of 
the Sons, was introduced by Commander Lillagar. He extended the greet- 
ings of the Sons and introduced the Senior National Vice Commander, 
Delevan Bates Bawley, who gave the following talk to the comrades: 

“I am here to extend to each and every one of you the greetings of 
the Commander in Chief of the Sons of Union Veterans. I traveled from 
my home in San Francisco purposely to extend to the Department of Ore- 
gon our best wishes. I want to tell you that we fully appreciate all that 
you have done for us. We know that when the great Civil War burst upon 
our country you men resolved that the Union should be preserved. We 
know that for four long years you fought the bravest foe that men ever 
fought and that you preserved for posterity the grandest country that exists 
today on the face of the earth. 

Right here I want to tell you a story I heard the National President of 
the W. R. C. tell on this trip we are all making together. She tells us 
about a man by the name of Ole Oleson, living in Minnesota, who came 
over from the old country and was greatly impressed by the people he met 
in America. He went to work in the section gang. He wrote home that 
he was living in a wonderful country and had a fine job and was known 
as boss of the section. That the first time he went to church the people 
stood up and sang ‘Ole, Ole, Ole Lord God Almighty.’ 

Now I am going over to the W. R. C. today and tell the National 
President that by the grace of our Fathers all the G. A. R., every man and 
woman, every girl and boy is a Lord Almighty. He is a Lord and King in 
this Republic. 

I want to thank you, comrades, for preserving for us this glorious Star 
Spangled Banner, the most beautiful emblem ever unfurled to the breeze. 
A flag that has never been lowered in defeat and I want to assure you that 
as long as any blood flows in the veins of a Son of a Veteran of the c. 
A. R. it never will be lowered in defeat. A flag that has never been raised 
in battle except for the betterment of mankind. A flag with 48 visible stars 
and one invisible, that the Star of Bethlehem. The flag that represents 
the grandest document of mankind, the Constitution of the United States 
of America. I want to pledge you that we will try to prove ourselves as 
sons of noble sires by standing behind that Constitution of this country. 
We will try to follow out the example you have set for us. That is about 
the highest type of citizenship. We will try, fathers, to follow in your 
footsteps. When we get a request from the G. A. R. we consider it equiv- 
alent to a command. 

We want to wish for you a successful and harmonious encampment and 
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I want to thank you, comrades, for your kind attention and hope we will 
see some of you at the National at Denver. God bless you.” 

The G. A. R. responded with three rousing cheers, to which the Sons 
responded with three cheers for the G. A. R. 

The Officer of the Day escorted twenty-two members of the Auxiliary 
to the Sons to the front. The Department President, Mrs. Crawford, spoke 
briefly as follows: 

“Comrades, we bring greetings to you from the Auxiliary to the Sons 
of Veterans. I am very glad to have this privilege and I extend the heart- 
iest greetings this morning and pledge the Auxiliary’s entire support to you 
this year and always. This is indeed a great pleasure for me and I hope 
if there is anything the Auxiliary can do for you this year you will let 
us know.” 

The National President of the Auxiliary was introduced, Mrs. Margaret 
Waters of Massachusetts. The following is the message she brought: 

“Department Commander of the G. A. R., officers and members of this 
great organization: It gives me great pleasure to bring to you the greet- 
ings of the National Auxiliary to the Sons of Union Veterans. 

There has been a misunderstanding lots of times as to the eligibility of 
our organization. Our organization is made up of the entire family of the 
G. A. R. soldier, who served this country from 1861 to 1865, their wives, 
their mothers and all lineal descendants and in addition to that we have the 
wives of the Sons of Union Veterans and their mothers so you see we have 
quite a legibility but we are all the family of the Union soldier and we 
appreciate the privilege that is given us to assist with the work you have 
been doing. We want to carry on the work with the Sons of Veterans. 

You all know what the W. R. C. has been doing and we are trying to 
stand as close to the Sons and do for them what the W. R. C. has been 
doing for you, particularly in the observance of Memorial Day. Teaching 
to the children the love they owe their country in the memory of you. 
You may seem, perhaps, not so dear to some people but you certainly look 
good to me this morning. 

I come from the State of Massachusetts and I bring to you the greetings 
of those dear old men on the Atlantic Coast. We have 1800 banded to- 
gether in Massachussetts. The Auxiliary and the Sons of Veterans will. 
club together and take a representation of that Department to the National 
at Denver. We go along with them, pay their expenses and have a won- 
derful trip with our comrades. 

I have been away from my home and family since May 8th but I am 
indeed glad to have the privilege to come to Oregon. You have a won- 
derful State and a wonderful G. A. R. Please accept my personal greet- 
ings for a pleasant encampment and return to your homes and be contented 
and happy and then go to Denver.” 

Motion made and carried that a recess be declared until 1:00 P. M. 

Before the comrades filed out for recess the drill team of the Auxiliary 
to the Sons put on their drill, which was exceptionally fine. 


Business session not resumed until 1:30 on account of chairs having 
been moved from the hall through an error. Comrade McKay made a 
motion that the first order of business at 10:00 A. M., Friday, be the elec- 
tion of officers. Comrade Washburn made the motion that Comrade Mc- 
Kay’s motion be laid on the table. It carried. Comrade Washburn made 
another motion that we proceed with the election of officers. This received 
a second and carried. 

Tellers appointed were C. P. Holloway, chairman; L. C. Washburn 
and Chas. True. 

Nominations were in order for Commander. C. T. Blumenrother nom- 
inated C. B. Zeek. J. E. Hall nominated Wm. Clemmens. C. P. Holloway 
also endorsed Wm. Clemmens as did Comrade Prentice, Comrade Cooper 
and R. J. Taylor. Comrade McKay nominated R. F. Peake. Comrade 
Zeek withdrew his name. There being no further nominations R. J. Tay- 
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lor made a motion that the nominations for Commander. be closed. Com- 
rade Terry seconded it. It carried. Total number of votes cast was 89. . 
Wm. Clemmens received 54 and R. F. Peake 35. Wm. Clemmens elected. 
Upon motion of L. C. Washburn, Comrade Clemmens’ election was made 
unanimous. Commander-elect Clemmens was escorted to the platform and 
thanked the comrades. 


D. L. McKay made a motion that the comrades proceed with the elec- 
tion of Senior Vice-Commander. S. W. Taylor nominated M. L. Moore. 
M. G. Languth seconded the nomination. R. J. Taylor made the motion 
that the Assistant Adjutant be instructed to cast the ballot for M. L. 
Moore. This was done and M. L. Moore wts declared elected Senior 
Vice Department Commander. 


At this point J. E. Snyder, representing the Chamber of Commerce of 
North Bend, was introduced. He gave the comrades a hearty invitation 
to hold their next encampment at North Bend on Coos Bay. He advised 
the city stood ready to take care of the G. A. R. and its allied organizations 
in the way of free halls and that they had plenty of accommodations for all. 
R. J. Taylor thanked the representative and the Officer of the Day escorted 
him to the door. 


Nominations for Junior Vice being in order, Wm. Clemmens nominated 
L. C. Washburn. C. S. Baker seconded it. The Assistant Adjutant was 
instructed to cast a unanimous ballot, which was done and L. C. Washburn 
was elected. 


For Medical Director C. S. Baker nominated Dr. J. E. Hall. A unani- 
mous second was heard and the Assistant Adjutant instructed to cast the 
ballot for Dr. Hall and J. E. Hall was declared elected. 

For Chaplain: R. J. Taylor nominated Lewis Huff. Augustus Wentz 
seconded it. C. S. Baker nominated James Lisle. Dr. J. E. Hall nom- 
inated J. E. Prentice. After the ballot was counted it stood: Jas. Lisle, 27; 
J. E. Prentice, 20, and Lewis Huff, 14. L. C. Washburn made the motion 
that there be a standing vote, Comrade Lisle having the largest number 
of votes cast and was elected. 

Council members nominated: J. C. Cooper nominated H. S. Lillagar, 
‘Wm. Clemmens nominated J. E. Hall, C. S. Baker nominated C. P. Hol- 
loway, R. J. Taylor nominated Geo. Ellis, J. C. Cooper nominated Henry 
Sheard. The Assistant Adjutant was instructed to cast the ballot, which 
was done. 

Delegates to the National Encampment elected as follows: Wm. Clem- 
mens nominated Chas. True, C. P. Holloway nominated Geo. Ellis, L. C. 
Washburn nominated Henry Sheard, C. S. Baker nominated J. L. Marshall, 
James Lisle nominated Fred R. Smith. J. C. Cooper made the motion that 
the Assistant Adjutant cast the ballot. 

Alternates elected as follows: J. E. Hall nominated L. M. Guy as Ist, 
M. L. Moore nominated Lewis Huff as 2nd, Henry Sheard nominated A. 
E. Noll as 3rd,-C.: T. Blumenrother nominated C: B. Zeek as 4th, Ga S) 
Baker nominated Geo. Knferiem as 5th. R. J. Taylor made the motion 
that the Assistant Adjutant cast a unanimous ballot for the Alternates, 
which was done. | 

J. C. Cooper spoke relative to the next encampment. He felt the place 
of meeting should be left in the hands of the incoming Department Com- 
mander and Council of Administration and he made a motion to that effect 
which was seconded by R. J. Taylor. It carried unanimously. 

The Committee on Reports and Resolutions reported them satisfactory 
and recommended that the stenographer be allowed $25.00 for her services 
at the Encampment. -.D. L. McKay made a motion that the report be 
adopted, J. C. Cooper seconded it and it was carried. 

J. C. Cooper suggested the Commander send a committee to the W. R. 
C. and ascertain if they would hold joint installation with the G. A. R. 
on Friday. The Commander appointed Dr. J. E. Hall, J. C. Cooper and 
Wm. Clemmens as a committee for this purpose. 
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The stenographer read the minutes of the previous day’s business and 
they stood approved as read. 

D. L. McKay made a motion that the G. A. R. extend a vote of thanks 
to the Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War for the beautiful 
bouquet of flowers which they sent to the G. A. R. 

At this time the Committee sent to confer with the W. R. C. returned 
and advised the latter organization would like to install with the G. A. R. 
but would be unable to do so in the morning. In view of the fact that the 
G. A. R. could have their Commander-in-Chief install them at 10:00 A. M., 
Friday, D. L. McKay made the motion that the G. A. R. install at that 
hour. It carried. 

J. C. Cooper made the motion the G. A. R. endorse Sacramento as the 
next meeting place of the National Encampment at Denver. This was 
seconded by Comrade Terry and carried. 

The Officer of the Day escorted a delegation of the Daughters to the 
front. There were 58 in all. As they marched in they sang “Marching 
Through Georgia.’ They were welcomed by the Commander. The Na- 
tional President of the Daughters was introduced and spoke briefly as 
follows: (Mrs. Glasco.) 

“Your Commander has asked if I am from Massachusetts. Your Com- 
mander-in-Chief is from California; the National President of the W. R. C. 
is from Minnesota but I am from Michigan. We furnish the autos you ride 
in. I was born there and will always live there. 

“Comrades, this is ssuch a pleasure for your daughters to come to you 
in a body from their convention. I was very glad to know that the 
Daughters of Oregon are doing this just as the Daughters of other States 
go to visit the G. A. R. We are so glad to have you with us. It is a 
pleasure to come into your convention. I have been in conventions this 
year where there were not more than 20 members of the G. A. R. So you 
hav something to be happy for. We hope that every one of you will be 
here for so many years because we like to see your faces. We love you. 
You know it don’t you? You love us also, don’t you? Well, you ought to 
love your daughters just as well as you love your sons. You know these 
sons like to tell us that they are the legal heirs of their fathers and I want 
to know what about the daughtes? We are just as close to you as are your 
sons. As an organization we are closer to you than any of the other 
women’s organizations because we are all just daughters, grand-daughters, 
etc. The other organizations are wonderful and we think lots of them 
but they are not as near as we are. We love you because you are the 
comrades of our fathers and for the duties you have done. 

“I am going to close by telling you that as long as we live we will 
stand by Old Glory. We will carry it on to other victories. We will 
always teach the principles that you fought for.” 

Mrs. Ollie Williams, Department President of the Daughters, spoke 
briefly as follows: . 

“We, Daughters of Oregon, do not have to tell you that we love you. 
We have been doing acts and duties of kindness and love throughout this’ 
year. I have visited every Tent of our Department and every member of 
the Tents is on the lookout to do. We have endeavored this year to bring 
more Daughters to you and we are still going to work just as hard as we 
have in the past. It has been a great pleasure to me. We have been drawn 
so close together this year. I have been to your social affairs and I have 
stood at the heads of your departed comrades. My greatest experience 
was, the first time that I presided at the funeral of a comrade. When I 
stood at the head of that casket a feeling of peace and quiet seemed to 
pass over me and it only gave me a better inspiration to go on. I have 
had a heavy year and I thank every one of you for standing by so faith- 
fully on every occasion. You have helped in every way and I thank you. 
I wish I might have done more for you this year and these Daughters of 
Veterans. We have elected a new President for the coming year and I 
know Sister Bennett is going to be a loyal worker.” 
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The new Department President, Miss Marie Bennett, was introduced 
and spoke as follows: 

“T want to thank Sister Williams for the privilege of standing before 
you in her year. Won’t you help me too? If you will continue to help 
us we will continue to grow. We will try to have another Tent in your 
town if you will write me. Please help me. Thank you.” 

Commander Lillagar recited a little poem to the Daughters and Com- 
rade Cooper asked the “boys” to stand and give three cheers for the sweet 
rose from Michigan and our girls at home. The Daughters passed candy 
and oranges to the comrades and departed. 


Business session resumed Friday morning at 9:30. 
First order of business was reading of the minutes. They stood ap- 
proved as read.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 3—Series 1927-1928. 

I. In accordance with the rules and regulations of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the election of officers of the different posts in the Depart- 
ment must take place on the first regular meeting in December, and officers 
elected must be installed on the first meeting in January. Representatives 
and alternates to the Department Encampment shall be elected at the same 
time that the Post officers are elected. Posts are entitled to one delegate 
and one alternate for every ten members in good standing, and one for 
every fraction over one-half of that number. But every Post is entitled to 
at least one representative and one alternate. 

II. All the blanks accompanying this Order should be properly filled 
out by December 31, 1927. The election blanks and the Adjutant and 
Quartermaster blanks should be made out in duplicate, one copy of each 
to be sent to the Assistant Adjutant General, the other one to be presented 
to the Committee on Credentials at the next Department Encampment. 

Ill. The first semi-annual installment of the per capita tax (20 cents 
for each member) must be forwarded to the Assistant Adjutant General 
at Room 575, Courthouse, Portland, Oregon, on or before December 31, 
1927. It is important that the Adjutant and Quartermaster of each Post 
give correct and full reports on all blanks furnished them for that purpose. 
The countersigns for 1928 will be forwarded about January 1, 1928, to all 
the several posts who have paid up their per capita tax. 

IV. The Adjutants should give a detailed report of every comrade who 
has preceded us to the Realms above. 

In filling out the mortuary blank, care should be taken to give the full 
name of each comrade, his age, company, regiment, and date of death. 

V. We have in our Department a number of posts whose membership 
is reduced to two, three, five, six and eight members, and one post where 
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a single sentinel sends in his per capita tax, determined not to sleep on 
the picket line, but to yield only to his final roll call. 

We feel sure that comrades so active and alive in the Grand Army of 
the Republic, that their efforts will be appreciated and honored for their 
loyalty and patriotism for their country. 

VI. Post Commanders are requested to forward to these headquarters 
the names and addresses of one or more active, deserving comrades for 
appointment as aides on the staff of the Commander-in-Chief. 

VII. With this issue of General Orders No. 3, blanks for election re- 
turns will accompany the same, and also blank forms A and B (Adjutants’ 
and Quartermasters’) reports for the term ending December 31, 1927. 

All reports should be forwarded to the Assistant Adjutant General, 
together with per capita tax on or before December 31, 1927.

The fare for the different allied organizations will be one and one-half 
fare round trip. These special rates will apply only to those who are in 
possession of identification certificates, which can be obtained from the 
Assistant Adjutant General of the Department in due time. If there are 
any changes made in rates they will be noted in future General Orders. 
The rates from the Oregon Stages Bus lines are under advisement also. 

II. Post Commanders will use great care and see to it that identifica- 
tion certificates are used only by those entitled thereto. 

III. Let each Post Commander see to it that their delegates and rep- 
resentatives are made up in full, that we can have a full representation in 
our Department Encampment. 

IV. Wish to call attention to General Orders No. 3, Article VI, where 
Post Commanders are requested to forward to Headquarters the names of 
one or more active and deserving comrades for appointment as aides on 
the Staff of the Commander-in-Chief. Kindly attend to this matter now, 
so we can make up our list in time. 

V. Attention is called to Article 11 in National General Orders No. 3. 
Referring to many Posts opening their business meetings indiscriminately 
to those not entitled to sit in their meetings. The Department Command- 
er deems it wise to refer to the action of the National Encampment, Article 
No. 1, in regard to this matter. 

VI. Also refer to Article No. 2 in regard to persons employed doing 
clerical work for the Posts. They are in no wise members of the Post and 
must not be installed into office in the Post. 

Post Commanders are urged therefore to see that these decisions of 
the National Encampment are not violated. 
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VII. Since the year 1868 the Grand Army of the Republic, assisted by 
its allied organizations, and with the loyal patriotic citizens of the country, 
has annually observed the 30th day of May as sacred to the memory of 
the comrades who have passed from the ranks of the living to that undis- 
covered country from which no traveler returns. In compliance with this 
custom, and the General Orders No. 11 from the Commander-in-Chief, the 
Department Commander directs that Wednesday, May 30, be observed 
by every Post in the Department of Oregon as Memorial Day, and he 
cordially invites the comrades of the later Wars of the Republic to unite 
with us in a proper observance of that day. 

VIII. Let us remember that Memorial Day is set apart and dedicated 
to the memory of our patriotic dead, and for the decoration of their graves 
with the flag they loved, and with the flowers of spring time, let no Sol- 
dier’s grave be neglected or forgotten. 

IX. Sunday, May 27, will be observed as Memorial Sunday. It is 
expected that all comrades and their families, and allied organizations of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, to assemble in their respective places of 
worship for divine service on that day. 

Blanks for reports of Post Chaplains will be furnished in due time. 
They should be filled out immediately after Memorial occasion and mailed 
promptly to G. A. R. Headquarters, or to James Lisle, Department Chap- 
lain, Salem, Oregon. 

XI. The Chamber of Commerce, backed by the loyal citizens of Rose- 
burg, the American Legion and all the other civic organizations, have 
promised the free use of halls, and will do everything in their power. to 
make our Encampment a complete success. 

XII. Further information in regard to hotel rates and railroad ac- 
commodations will be furnished in future General Orders. 

XIII. The Sixty-second National Encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic will meet in Denver, Colorado, the week beginning September 
16, 1928. The National Headquarters of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Army Nurses of the Civil War, and the Women’s Relief Corps will be 
located in the Brown Palace Hotel. 

XIV. The railroads will grant a rate of one-way fare for the round 
trip under the Certificate plan, tickets good from September 11 to October 
31, 1928. Round trip tickets from Portland to Denver are quoted at $49.46. 


IN MEMORIAM

As President of the Department of Oregon, Daughters of Union Vet- 
erans of the Civil War, I have the honor to present the following. report 
for the year ending June 20, 1929: 

During the past year our progress has been consistently forward. At 
convention time membership was 1004, distributed among seventeen tents. 
Organization work was in the hands of a capable committee, and through 
their efforts three new tents were organized and instituted, as follows: 
Mero L. Tanner Tent No. 18 of Beaverton, Caroline S. Bennett Tent No. 19 
of Newberg, and Cemantha T. Disbrow Tent No. 20 of Corvallis. Prelim- 
inary work was done in several other communities and the foundation laid 
for organization in the near future. This Department expended $111.85 
for this work alone, in addition to the $25.00 received from the National 
Department for this purpose.

For several years past it has been our custom to send gifts of flowers, 
fruit and other comforts to the veterans at the State Soldiers’ Home at 
Roseburg on special anniversaries and holidays. This work is apportioned 
among the various tents, each considering it a rare privilege and taking 
pride in bringing cheer to those of our Fathers who are residents of the 
Home. 

Reports from our tents show that we are realizing our aim to be of 
service to our Fathers’ organization, the Grand Army of the Republic. In 
practically every city where there is both a Post and a Tent, one or more 
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Daughters serves the Post in a clerical capacity,—as secretary, assistant 
adjutant or quartermaster. All tents participate in the observance of Na- 
tional holidays and. anniversaries, particularly Memorial Day. 


At our Deprtment Convention held at Newberg we were honored by 
a visit from the National Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army, Hon. 
John Reese. Our National President, Miss Hazel L. Riley, was also with 
us for two days. Probably the most enjoyable feature of the convention 
was the luncheon at which the Daughters of this Department entertained 
their Fathers, the members of the Grand Army of the Republic. Places 
were laid for two hundred and twenty. 

Members of this Organization headed several of the allied patriotic 
orders, a fact of which we were very proud. Cooperation and good fellow- 
ship characterized our association with the various, organizations.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE FORTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT, 
GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC, NEWBERG, OREGON 
JUNE 18th, 19th AND 20th, 1929 


The first session was called to order by Commander Clemmens at 11:00 
o’clock, June 18, 1929.

To Officers and Members of the Women’s Relief Corps: 

Our country is at war with crime. Murder and robbery are more com- 
mon than in any other civilized country: President Hoover insists on better 
law enforcement, the elimination of slackers, and the teaching of obedience 
to and respect for law, quoting Lincoln, who said, ‘‘Mothers should teach 
it to the lisping child at her knees.’’ 

For more effective and better team-work, and fraternal ties, all law 
enforcement officials should form a brotherhood by local, county, state and 
national organizations. We suggest that they organize without delay, and 
if agreeable to them, that we, the Auxiliary of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, become auxiliary to them also—that we may bind up their wounds 
received in the line of duty, and care for the widows and orphans of those 
who have fallen. 

Thousands of new members, including young women, are needed for 
this work, to redeeem our country from the shame of lawlessness, and heart- 
en the boys in their hazardous work. In this way we may perpetuate the 
name and honor of the Grand Army of the Republic and the life of the 
Women’s Relief Corps as long as our government lives. 

We think it is fitting for the Corps of this State to endorse this plan 
and go to the June 18-19-20 Encampment at Newberg—the one-time home 
in schoolboy days of Herbert Hoover, where he got some of the moral fibre 
that characterizes him today—and there endorse this plan with such em- 
phasis as will be felt throughout the country and bring favorable results 
at the National Encampment at Portland, Maine.

A delegation from the Sons of Veterans were escorted in to the meet- 
ing.

“Commander, Department of the G. A. R., I wish to present to you 
-in behalf of the Sons of Veterans a box of smokes and we want you to 
make all the racket you want to and have the best time you can have. 
You are always going to be boys and never grow up.” 

This was responded to by Comrade Kellogg: 

“We are happy to see the faces of the Sons of Veterans who are going 
to take our places. We are leaning on you and have for some time. We 
know you will hold the old flag up. It is a sacred honor to hold the old 
flag and we expect you to carry on. We hope you will remember us as 
long as you live. We will accept these cigars. I don’t smoke usually but 
will smoke one if I can get hold of it. Thank you very much for your 
Visit... 

Ladies of the G. A. R. and Auxiliary to the Sons of Veterans were also 
admitted. Mrs. Adams presented the comrades with boxes of candy, with 
a few appropriate remarks, to which Comrade Race responded as follows: 

“We are very happy to have you with us today and your presents to 
us are indicative of your dispostion that you always show love and respect 
to the Veterans of the Civil War and I know that you will carry on in 
every respect when we are gone. No one realizes the service, the valor 
and the worth of the Civil War Veterans more than you, our service when 
our country was in danger and valor in the field of battle and our work 
for over sixty years as citizens.” 

Cc. A. Williams presented a bouquet of carnations, telling the following 
incident: : 

“A year ago I was in charge of the G. A. R. Cemetery and as usual 
we asked the school children to contribute flowers. One little girl, whose 
home was in an apartment house, went throughout the neighborhood gath- 
ering flowers from her neighbors, and when her mother asked if she might 
have a few of them, the little girl told her she could not spare any as they 
were for the G. A. R. Cemetery. This little incident will illustrate the 
great love that children have for the G. A. R.”’ 

This was responded to by Comrade Stevens as follows: 

“Comrades and Ladies, who presents these?’ “The Sons of Veterans.” 
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“God bless them. I need not say to you that we not only appreciate this 
gift, but that we will, the few remaining years that we have, do all in 
our power to make it known to your satisfaction that we will continue to - 
appreciate your loving hearts and kind hands and what other contributions 
you can give to the G. A. R. will be freely given. I don’t want to keep 
you here telling you about our deeds, but do not like to stand. up before 
an organization like this without mentioning the greatest of all Americans, 
Abraham Lincoln, and as has been said, we do expect you to carry on. We 
do know that the country is safe in your hands and now that you ladies 
have the franchise we, the old G. A. R. men, feel safe and secure in stating 
the facts to you that whatever is good in government, whatever will ad- 
vance education, whatever will in any way make the people more worthy 
of a free republic over which the stars and stripes wave, in spite of the 
efforts of some of our citizens to destroy the Union, we feel safe in leaving 
it in your hands, knowing that you will not only carry on, but that you 
and your children and your grandchildren for time to come will see to it 
that the fiag will float over a free people, a great republic and be an ex- 
ample to all of the people of the globe. I thank you.” 

Mrs. Belle Crawford, Department President of the Auxiliary of the 
Sons of Veterans, told how happy she was to be with the comrades and 
pledging their services. 

The delegation was then escorted from the session, and business was 
resumed. 

Motion by Comrade Brouillette and seconded by several, that the Sons 
of Veterans, Daughters, Ladies of the G. A. R. and Women’s Relief Corps 
be allowed to sit in the convention as guests, but to take no part in the . 
discussions.

Medical Director’s Report 


To Commander and Comrades: 

Though the Medical Director has a smaller audience each year to report 
to, he may suggest to surviving comrades the possibility that their surviv- 
ing might be due in part to their listening to and trying to act upon the 
suggestions given in former reports. It has been the aim of this depart- 
ment to try to keep his comrades in shape to enjoy the plaudits of local 
orators, and the admiration of school pupils who see them seated on a 
platform about Memorial Day from one year to another until these scholars 
have questionings in their minds about the dangers of war, and think of 
civil war veterans as the oldest men they see anywhere. 

Increasing knowledge of the finer minutia of our physical makeup, and 
the dependence of each organ upon its correlative parts, with a study of 
resisting powers, or danger from contact with poisonous germs, have given 
rise to conviction that we are not immune from certain noxious influences 
surrounding us, but the fact that longevity is increasing gives evidence that 
progress is being made toward better defence against them.

Whereas: The Woman’s Relief Corps, the Ladies of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, the Daughters of Union Veterans, and the Sons of Union 
Veterans, and their auxiliary, have taken a prominent part in the observ- 
ance of Memorial Day in the past, and have paid honor and shown great 
consideration and love at all times for the Union Veterans of the Civil War. 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved: That it is the desire and the hope of the Department of 
Oregon Grand Army of the Republic that after the Union Veterans are 
unable to carry on the Memorial Services, all their auxiliaries and allied 
orders shall in all future time, take up the duties, and hold sacred the 
memories, of the Union Veterans. And be it further 

Resolved: That a Council of five, consisting of the presiding depart- 
ment officers, and their successors in office, of the above mentioned organ- 
izations and associations shall act as a permanent Council to direct and 
carry on the sacred duties of Memorial day, May 30th each year, as they 
have been by the Grand Army of the Republic in the past.

On motion by Comrade Brouillette, seconded by Comrade Washburn, 
the matter of voting was decided that every comrade present in good stand- 
ing in his own post, be allowed to vote on all questions regarding the bus- 
iness of the Department during this session. Motion carried. 

Motion made by Comrade Prentiss that telegrams be sent to the fol- 
lowing members who were sick and unable to attend the Encampment: 
Cc. A. Holloway, R. C. Markee, J. S. Hamilton, and W. J. Terry; seconded 
by Comrade Lillagar. Motion carried and secretary instructed to send tel- 
egrams. 

The Daughters of the Union Veterans, represented by a committee 
consisting of Mrs. Mabel Needham, Mrs. Nash and Mrs. Julia Webster, 
were escorted to the meeting, and extended an invitation to the comrades 
to be present at a banquet at the Friends Church at noon the next day, 
June 20th, just after the parade. Dr. Hall responded and accepted this 
kind invitation on behalf of the comrades. 

Sons of Union Veterans were escorted in to the meeting and presented 
the Commander with a bouquet of flowers in behalf of the comrades. The 
Committee consisted of Commander Burkhart and Mr. Young, who made 
a few pleasing remarks.

There were no further nominations for Commander and the secretary was 
instructed to cast a unanimous ballot in favor of L. C. Washburn as Com- 
mander. 

Commander-elect Washburn thanked the comrades for the honor be- 
stowed upon him. 

Nominations were in order for Senior Vice-Commander: G. E. Tarbox 
nominated Charles True for Senior Vice-Commander, seconded by Comrade 
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Hall. There being no further nominations for Senior Vice-Commander, 


the secretary was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot in favor of Charles 


True as Senior Vice-Commander. 

Nominations in order for Junior Vice-Commander: Comrade Brouillette 
presented the name of C. M. Hickler of Eugene, seconded by Comrade Hills. 
The secretary was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot in favor of C. M. 
Hickler as Junior Vice-Commander. 

For Chaplain: Comrade Hills nominated Comrade Prentiss. Several 
seconds, and the secretary was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot in 
favor of G. A. Prentiss as Chaplain. 

For Medical Director: Dr. J. E. Hall nominated by Comrade Chambers. 
A unanimous second was heard and the’ secretary was instructed to cast 
a unanimous ballot in favor of Dr. Hall as Medical Director. 

Council members nominated: Comrade Butler nominated Dr. J. E. 
Hall, Dr. Hall nominated Comrade Hills, Comrade Prentiss nominated Geo. 
Ellis, Comrade Chambers nominated J. C. Cooper, Dr. Hall nominated C. 
W. Wells. All elected unanimously. 

Delegates were elected as follows: L. N. Guy and W. Lyman. The 
rest of the delegates and the alternates to be selected by the Council. 
Motion was made to this effect by Dr. Hall, seconded by several, and car- 
ried. 

Comrade Brouillette presented his resolution to be sent to President 
Hoover, as follows: 

To His Excellency Hoover, the President of the U. S. A.: 

Sir: The Department of Oregon G. A. R., holding its Annual Encamp- 
ment in the beautiful Quaker city of Newberg, Oregon, where some of the 
most pleasant years of your boyhood were spent and where the educational 
foundations of your fine manhood were laid, desire to avail itself of so ex- 
ceptional an occasion to greet you most heartily. It gives us very great 
pleasure, furthermore, to declare to you that we who helped to give a new 
birth of liberty to the great nation, over which you preside so fittingly and 
well, do right here and now, rededicate ourselves, as your co-workers, to 
the great task of law enforcement throughout the land.

Motion made by Comrade Hall that the salary of the Assistant Adju- 
tant be cut from $50.00 to $40.00 per month. Motion lost. 

Motion made and seconded that the stenographer receive $25.00 for 
her services. Motion carried. 

Comrade Cooper made a motion that installation of officers take higue 
at 3:30. After discussion, motion lost. 

The W. R. C. came in to visit the comrades and Sai them were Com- 
mander-in-Chief Reese and Mrs. Reese, who were introduced. i 

Commander-elect Washburn now appointed Commander . Clemmens as 
his Assistant Adjutant General for the coming year. 

Mrs. Steinbaugh, Department President of the W. R. C., spoke as fol- 
lows: ‘‘We were invited down to see you and could not resist the tempta- 
tion to come and visit with you, but having more work to do and knowing 
you are busy, we must go home to do our work.” 

Estelle Weed, Department President-elect, was introduced: 

“Comrades, this is indeed a happy moment for me to.come here with 
our President at this time. As I look in the faces of the comrades, I know 
so many of you. I worked with you for two or three years in your depart- 
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ment as Mrs. Baker is working with you now, and it is indeed a pleasure 
to me to be with you, and I now pledge to your Commander and to each 
of you, my most loyal support for the next year, and I wish you all the 
happiness and all the goodness that God can give you, and ask Him to 
spare you to us another year.” 


National Commander-in-Chief Rees was introduced by Commander Clem- 
mens: 

“Comrades, and Ladies of the Women’s Relief Corps: I am pleased 
to meet with you. I feel it is a great honor to me to have the privilege 
of meeting such a loyal, patriotic body of comrades and the Women’s Re- 
lief Corps, the most loyal and patriotic body of women in the world. We 
know by your past experiences that you are always loyal and patriotic and 
ready to assist the Grand Army in all their work and ready to come to 
our relief at all times, both financially and socially. If it wasn’t for the 
Women’s Relief Corps there would not be many Posts now in existence. 
They need your help and they are receiving your help every day of their 
lives and we thank you and we want you to know that we appreciate your 
efforts in our behalf. We hope that we may meet you again and we hope 
that if it is possible that you will all come to Portland, Maine, to the Na- 
tional Encampment and we hope we may meet many of you there. As 
this time is needed in your work, I don’t desire to delay you, but will just 
say that I will give to you now the personal greetings of the Commander- 
in-Chief and the greetings of the National G. A. R. and best wishes for your 
future happiness, and if there is anything that we can do for you, don’t 
hesitate to call upon us, because we want to do something for the body of 
women that is always standing ready to help us. Thank you.” 

Comrade Cooper suggested that we hear from Mrs. Reese, who was 
then introduced. 

“Comrades and Sisters of the Relief Corps. It is a very great pleasure 
for me to stand here and look into your faces this afternoon. I am sorry 
we have not been here before, but you know there is a National Encamp- 
ment up in the northern part of Washington and we went there first. We 
did not get everything attended to but we did the best we could, but could 
not get away before late yesterday, bringing us in here today. We are 
having a wonderful time today and it’s just the greatest thing in the 
world to me to have met all you people of the Pacific Northwest. We are 
surely pleased to meet you and I wish you would all come down to Nebraska 
and see us sometime. I wish to say to the Women’s Relief Corps, I am 
glad you think so much of the Grand Army, that is what we are organized 
for. I have been a member for a long time, long before I met the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. It was not because of him I joined, but because of a 
Veteran father. I am a daughter of a Union Veteran. Now, Comrades, I 
know we should not take up your time. Sometimes in Nebraska we are 
just about wringing our hands because we have so much company and 
want to get our work done, and I feel I should not take up your time. 
I am glad to meet you and want to shake hands with every one of you.” 


They were all escorted from the session and business was resumed.

Moved by Comrade Thorpe that a vote of thanks be given Mrs. Baker 
and her assistant for their kindness and efforts in their behalf. This was 
amended to include Commander Clemmens. A rising vote was given. 

The Assistant Adjutant General read the following resolution from the 
Sons of Veterans: 

Department Commander, Officers and Members, Oregon Department, Grand 

Army of the Republic; Greetings: 

The Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War, Oregon Department, 
in Encampment assembled, extend to you this expression of our love and 
good-will: 

We would have you know that our hearts beat in perfect accord with 
yours in our desire to preserve the nation and keep the Stars and Stripes 
unstained and unsullied. Our hearts swell with pride as we realize our 
blessed heritage, and we feel that try as best we may, we can never repay 
you and those comrades who have gone before for the great service and 
sacrifice. But we do desire to do all in our power and hence we would 
earnestly ask of you that you rely on us and lean upon us. 

We would wish that the Grand Army might live forever, and our order 
is pledged to perpetuate it as long as may be. Even when the last Veteran 
shall have answered the final roll-call we are obligated to see that your 
work continues and that the Nation shall never forget what you have done 
for it. 

The Commander in Chief of your order has said that the Sons are your 
legal heirs and your authorized escorts in all formal public appearances. 
Realizing that the ravages of Time have thinned your ranks and realizing 
the frailty of the few who remain, we would offer ourselves to you for 
greater service. We can never serve as you did, but we can take your 
places in some lines of service and we offer ourselves as your substitutes 
wherever it is possible. 

At no time do we miss your old time vigor as at Memorial Day. It 
is impossible for you to exemplify the beautiful ritual sacred to this day 
as you did for so many years, and we can see the great strain on you who 
attempt it. Memorial Day is a day of Remembrance to those who fought 
in the war of 1861 to 1865, and we, the lineal descendants—the flesh and 
blood of those veterans would ever perpetuate it as can no one else, who 
has not that tie of love and kinship. 

Your Commander in Chief at Denver stated that in case the Grand 
Army Post could not function, that wherever there is a Camp of the Sons 
of Union Veterans of the Civil War, they be given charge of this service. 
We would pray that the Oregon Department accept this decision of the 
Commander in Chief and notify the Posts and Comrades to that effect. 

We ask this privilege of so serving you, and we pledge that we shall 
ever, as long as there is a comrade left, consult with you and carry out 
your wishes. We should of course ask and receive the aid and counsel 
of the loyal ladies’ organizations, the Woman’s Relief Corps; the Daughters 
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of Union Veterans of the Civil War; the Ladies of the Grand Army, and 
our own Auxiliary. Furthermore we would ask to join in the observances 
all other veteran organizations and their auxiliaries. 
Comrades, we repeat our expression of our love and esteem and hope 
you will grant us this privilege of serving and honoring you.

PROCEEDINGS 
OF THE 


FORTY-NINTH ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT 
GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


EUGENE, OREGON, JUNE 24, 25 AND 26, 1930 


Preliminary to the gathering of the regular sessions of the 
encampment a meeting of the Council of Administration had 
been summoned by Department Commander Gideon Stolz, and 
met at 1 p. m., June 24th, at the Eugene Hotel, the members 
of said council, except one, being present. 


The Assistant Adjutant and Quartermaster General pre- 
sented his financial report which was examined and referred 
back for some additional information which was _ later 
furnished. 


Commander Stolz requested Junior Vice Commander Chas. 
M. Eichler to act as such during the present encampment and 
asked that the Assistant Adjutant General be authorized to 
appoint a comrade to act as Senior Vice Commander. Consent 
was given and Comrade Royal J. Taylor was selected. 

In the matter of the expense of the Commander in attend- 
ance at the National Encampment, the sum of fifty dollars 
was voted to establish Oregon headquarters at Cincinnati 
during the coming encampment. 
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Payment of transportation to the drum corps in attend- 
ance at the Department Encampment was discussed and post- 
poned, lacking full particulars. 


FIRST BUSINESS SESSION—2:30 P. M., JUNE 24, 1930 


The first business session of the forty-ninth annual en- 
campment opened in the I. O. O. F. Hall, Eugene, Oregon, at 
2:30 p. m., June 24th, 1930, with Commander Gideon Stolz in 
the chair. He asked that all G. A. R. men participate in the 
meetings the same as at Newberg. The Chaplain, G. A. 
Prentiss, was asked to open the session with a prayer, with 
the instructions for all comrades to rise and stand with heads 
bowed in memory and honor of our two Department Comman- 
ders who had passed away during the year. 


Gideon Stolz advised that he had been Department Com- 
mander just ten days and he would like to have his first 
General Order read, which was really No. 5 of the Series of 
1929-1930. This follows: 


June 14, 1930. 
General Orders No. 5, 

Series 1929-1930. 

Having been promoted to the office of Department Commander on 
account of the death of our beloved comrade, Charles E. True, Depart- 
ment Commander, I hereby assume command, having been duly installed 
by Past Department Commander Wm. Clemmens, and appoint the 
present staff officers as my staff for the remainder of the present term. 

Comrade True was a true soldier and served his country faithfully 
during the Civil War and has been a faithful member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. We honor his record. We shall miss him.

The next order of business was the reading of the Com- 
mander’s report by the Secretary. One hundred copies of 
this had been printed and Comrade Stolz asked that each 
member take one home with him. Following is the report: 


HEADQUARTERS, FORTY-NINTH ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT 
GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


Eugene, Oregon, June 24, 1930. 


Through the courtesy of J. W. Geary Post No. 7, of Eugene, and its 
éxcellent Relief Corps and kindred organizations, with the hearty wel- 
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come of the people generally, we are permitted to meet and hold our 
Forty-ninth Annual Encampment in this very attractive city. 


The Commander is always expected to make a report of the year’s 
work. In my case this is not possible, as I have only held this office 
since June 14th, so I will call this a review of matters that may suggest 
themselves, and leave the real report to our worthy Adjutant, Wm. 
Clemmens, who has had a strenuous year in that office. 


At the encampment at Newberg, last June, our worthy Comrade 
Lester C. Washburn was elected as its Commander. Commander Wash- 
burn attended the National Encampment at Portland, Maine, and took 
hold of the work with much credit to himself and the department. 
Unfortunately misfortune overtook him and on November 25, 1929, 
Washburn died at the Veterans’ Hospital in Portland. This department 
lost a true comrade. 


Charles True, Department Senior Vice Commander, was installed as 
Department Commander, and the Council of Administration elected me 
to the position of Department Senior Vice Commander, and it seemed 
we were moving along quite smmothly, as Commander True was a true 
and much beloved comrade. Fate, however, decreed it differently, for 
after a brief illness True died at the Veterans’ Hospital, Portland, 
Oregon, on the night of June 11, 1930. This made it necessary that I 
be installed as your Commander, as stated, on June 14th, and I have 
endeavored to put in my ten to fifteen days to the best of my ability. 


In passing let me say that in the short time that I became a co- 
worker with True, I learned to love him; he was faithful and a true 
comrade. No doubt Comrade Wm. Clemmens will give us a tribute of 
his bosom friend for more than forty years. 


State Soldiers’ Home 


I called up the Secretary of State, Hal E. Hoss, made inquiry as to 
conditions at the home and was assured that all was in fine shape, and 
that there was no doubt that in a few years a National Home will be 
at Roseburg. 


Recently, I was impressed with the change that has come to us in 
some of our ritualistic work. One of the most impressive changes was 
to look after the widows and orphans. Almost every meeting some call 
came for helping orphans—that was one of the largest calls. Do you 
recall how we tossed our coins on the carpet for such a call? Then, it 
was the Post and the ever faithful Woman’s Relief Corps. Now these 
orphans, or the sons and daughters of comrades living and dead, are 
joined in a common cause—namely, to help the men who are left of the 
cause of ’61 and ’65, to spend their last days in peace. 


The recent pension law will greatly help widows who are solely de- 
pendent on their pensions. 

To the sons and daughters, let me say, do not forget the mothers 
who have fought a good fight. 
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In closing let me make one recommendation; namely, that the salary 
of Adjutant and Quartermaster be fixed at four hundred dollars 
($400.00) per year. 

We still have a nucleus of six hundred dollars in government bonds. 
Let us keep that nucleus for a later day. I do not advocate our hoarding 
money, but give the Council of Administration something to place a 
little where it may help the most, and still operate within our income. 

Comrade Clemmens has my approval for his effort to bring about 
this, during the past two years.

The Assistant Adjutant General, Wm. Clemmens, was 
asked to make his report. The latter stated he would read 
it the following day and stated in part as follows: 


“During the past year, as you all know, I have had an experience 
probably that has never happened in the United States before. 
I have had three Department Commanders this year. Two have died 
and passed on, and my heart has been sad the whole year because 
Comrade Baker, the Assistant Adjutant General, died and left it on me, 
and then at Newberg, as you all know, we elected Comrade Washburn 
as Commander, a strong and healthy man, and he passed on and left 
me alone. We then called the Council of Administration together in 
Portland and elected Comrade True as Commander and Comrade Stolz 
as Senior Vice. Then True passed away. When he was taken sick he 
had them phone me to come quickly. I was there in twenty-five minutes. 
I phoned to Dr. Carter at the Veterans’ Hospital to send an ambulance 
for the Department Commander because he was in bad shape, and he 
was in the hospital before 7:00 p. m., but it was too late because blood 
poison had set in and he died two days later. Because of this my heart 
felt sad, and I did not feel like making a written report.” 


VISITORS 


The Officer of the Day, Comrade T. E. Hills, announced a 
delegation from the Ladies of the G. A. R. Mrs. Smith, the 
Chairman, invited the comrades and their lady friends to a 
dinner that night at the Chamber of Commerce at 6:30. 
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WILLIAM CLEMMENS 
Assistant Adjutant General 
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Commander Stolz asked what the pleasure of the comrades 
was in regard to accepting the kind invitation. Wm. Clemmens 
made the motion that the invitation to dinner be accepted 
with thanks, which motion carried. After the delegation re- 
tired, J. E. Hall, Medical Director, read his report, which 
follows: 


To Commander and Comrades: 


The observance of Memorial Day this year brought increased demand 
for flags and flowers as the discovery of new graves recalled the 
memory and lcs: of many a faithful comrade since our last annual meet- 
ing, including the unprecedented removal of two Department Com- 
manders. 


Our sympathetic tear and kindly sentiment for the fallen will not 
return them to us again, but the recollection of something in their lives 
may prove an inspiration to us to make our lives more useful to com- 
rades surviving. The desire for a comfortable prolongation of human 
life has led many scientific investigatiors to spend much of their time 
in trying to trace the cause and find a remedy for human ailments, and 
some degree of success has attended their efforts. Men and women 
who have passed eighty years of life are not nearly as scarce as they 
were in our boyhood days, and we no longer think of a hundred years 
of life as next to impossible since we occasionally see a man or woman 
so privileged. 

The Medical Director with a desire to boost comrades toward the 
century mark offers some suggestions. 

First, he would remind comrades that a man of eighty or more years 
has a heart that has been doing uninterrupted duty during all those 
years. Its valves and its muscles have lost some of the elasticity of 
youth and will not stand the physical action of earlier days. Being in- 
fluenced also by mental excitement it sometimes gives way suddenly as 
we have had opportunities to observe. This heart weakness may not be 
overcome so we must adapt ourselves to its altered condition and in so 
doing help to keep it going. Let us avoid running for a street car or 
being very active in chasing pigs out of the pasture field; let us be 
careful not to get much wrought up when the cow gets into the corn 
field and eats many of the growing stalks. Get her out as easy as 
possible and be thankful it was no worse. Let us get away with that 
grouch we had against our neighbor which has kept our liver from 
acting right and given us mental disquiet not to our advantage. Don’t 
forget the adage, “What is one man’s meat may be another man’s 
poison,” and don’t be in a hurry to take the remedy you saw advertised 
under some man’s picture who testified to its great benefit to him. 
I knew a man who spent considerable time in a drug store looking over 
the patent medicine wrappers to see the name of the disease he thought 
he had. He was a good customer there as long as he lasted, but died 
before being cured. My sympathy goes out to the man who needs to

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save doctor bills these days, for they are not what they were in our 
grandfather’s days or even later, but care in his motions out of respect 
to his heart, good disposition out of respect to his liver, and a fairly 
regular habit of eating sensible food out of respect to his stomach, 
coupled with a disposition to whistle and a determination to make him- 
self agreeable all around and take cheerfully what might not be con- 
sidered complimentary at times out of respect to and sympathy for the 
frailty of his neighbors and comrades, will place a comrade well up the 
line for the century mark.

report. Commander Stolz asked Comrade Eichler to take his 
station as Junior Vice and R. J. Taylor was asked to fill the 
station of Senior Vice Commander during the encampment. 


J. C. Cooper, Patriotic Instructor, made a verbal report as 
follows: 


“T have not been able to travel about any but they have kept me 
busy about my home town and nearby places. The schools, college, 
clubs and organizations everywhere in my own locality have been calling 
on me continually the last year to talk to them and I have done so. 
I usually write down my talks but I could not read them and so have 
been talking at random. But I have still been called upon to talk and 
they seem to appreciate it and appreciate that the G. A. R. has been 
doing a great work in the United States. 


“The G. A. R. was organized to teach patriotism and to obey the 
laws. Comrades, you remember that. When we were mustered in we 
were to obey the laws. No other book was ever prepared better than 
the ritual of the G. A. R. No book has been of any more value than the 
ritual of the G. A. R. It had a class of men who had been trained in 
war and the work they did in carrying on patriotism has been the back- 
ground of the Spanish War and the World War. I think the G. A. R. 
has been justified and not honored too greatly for the work they have 
done in addition to what they did in the four years of strife. 


“I guess that is all of the report I can give at present.” 


Comrade Rk. J. Taylor asked that the ayes and nays be 
taken on the excellent manner in which Comrade Cooper gave 
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his report. This was seconded by several. All were asked to 
rise to their feet to give Comrade Cooper honor. 


Comrade Wm. Clemmens stated: “I have known Comrade 
Cooper a long time. I used to belong to Custer Post with him. 
A few Sundays ago at McMinnville Comrade Cooper surren- 
dered the charter of that Post to me and I am proud to say 
that I turned it back to him because I think he is too good a 
man in the G. A. R. to pass up the charter and I am still glad

Commander Stolz spoke relative to the ritual: “About a 
month ago I was invited to attend a meeting where there was 
initiation given by the Legion and I was particularly im_ 
pressed by much of their work being similar to that of the 
G. A. R. Much of it has been patterned from the ritual.”

The following resolution was read on the death of Com- 
mander Chas. True: 


A committee appointed to give expression to our sense of loss in the 
death of our latest Commander Charles True, respectfully submits the 
following: 

Twice during the past year we have been called upon to mourn the 
loss of a Department Commander, our latest in the person of Charles 
True, who passed from earth June 11th of this year, having served three 
years in the 31st Maine Inf. He was advanced to the office of Depart- 
ment Commander after the death of L. C. Washburn, having been elected 
Senior Vice Commander at the session of the encampment of 1929. 


The funeral services of Commander Charles True were held at the 
home in which he had lived so many years. The house was filled to 
overflowing with friends and comrades, where the funeral services of 
the G. A. R. were given, after which the services of the Masonic order, 
of which he was a member, were rendered at the grave in the little 
cemetery near his home. Then a firing squad gave the last salute over 
the grave, and taps were sounded. 


His work had been completed, and it had been distinguished for its 
service to his country and his fellow man. He had expected to attend 
this encampment of the Department of Oregon in his capacity of De- 
partment Commander, “But the Reaper was nigh to the long standing 
corn,” and he was gathered to his long home. 


Comrade Charles True was always a valuable and active citizen in 
his home town, county and state. He was always ready to respond to 
every useful activity of the community in which he lived; and his patri- 
otic devotion to the Grand Army and loyal comradeship have endeared 
him to every comrade who knew him. 


He was a commoner in his manner and deportment, a man among 
men, charitable, forgiving, sympathetic, and brave, as his long service 
in the Civil War will testify. Always ready to respond to the 
call of duty in daily life, with due regard at all times for rights and 
privileges of others. Words can not fully express the sorrowful emotion 
of the comrades of this department of the Grand Army of the Republic 
in the loss of Comrade Charles True. His splendid army record, his 
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loyalty to principle, God and country and his love for its Flag are 
hereby recognized and commended by his comrades. 

He sleeps beneath the shadows of the clouds, careless alike of sun- 
shine- and of storm. ‘Earth may run red with other wars, but he is 
at rest.” 

Resolved, that the life and service of our late Comrade Charles True 
was an inspiration, exemplifying the virtues of patriotism, honor and 
fidelity; true alike to God, home and country. 

(Signed) T. M. KELLOGG, 
DR. J. E. HALL,, 
Committee. 


J. T. Butler moved that the above resolution be adopted as 
the sentiment of the encampment and that it be put on file 
to be published in the journal later. This was seconded and 
carried. 


At this point of the session there was a reunion between 
three comrades of the 3rd Iowa Cavalry who met for the first 
time since the Civil War. It was a very happy occasion. 


The Aassistant Adjutant General made a motion that the 
afternoon session take up at 2:30 and proceed with the elec- 
tion of officers. This was seconded and carried. 


T. E. Hills made a motion that we install the new officers 
in the evening at the camp fire, this to be joint with the 
W. R. C. Commander Stolz said he would leave it to the As- 
sistant Adjutant to make arrangements for the installation. 


Comrade T. E. Hills made a motion that the next meeting 
place of the Department Encampment be left in the hands of 
the incoming administration. This was seconded. The ques- 
tion was raised that each member of the encampment should 
have a vote on the question. Comrade Clemmens advised that 
he understood that we also had an invitation from Salem. 

Comrade R. J. Taylor believed we ought to accept the in- 
vitations and place them on file in case something might come 
up. The Commander advised that the question was that the 
matter be left with the Council of Administration and that all 
invitations now on the table be referred to them. This carried. 
The Commander had made inquiry about the invitation from 
Salem and found that it was merely a fixed rule of the Com- 
mercial Club that they send out an invitation as from the 
Corps but that there is nothing back of it and that there were 
no affiliated orders back of it. 
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North Bend was proposed for the next encampment. A 
strong plea was made in its favor. The Commander advised 
that if on further consideration it was the wish of those at 
the encampment to consider North Bend he would entertain 
a motion to reconsider and take the matter up later in the 
encampment. 


T. E. Hills: I will make a motion to reconsider that motion. 


R. J. Taylor: I would be willing to withdraw my motion 
but it would not make much difference as something may 
come up between now and next June and the Council of Ad- 
ministration will finally fix the place. 


George Ellis spoke in favor of Portland. Comrade Shaw 
made a strong plea for Portland and thought if the encamp- 
ments were figuring on disbanding that Portland would be 
the proper place to wind up its affairs. 


Gideon Stolz: This afternoon we will reconsider the meet- 
ing place. The business is entirely in your hands. 

Gideon Stolz: Comrades, there is a question I wish to bring 
before the encampment. You will pardon me for speaking. 
This is a vital question. You will notice I called upon the 
Secretary of State in regard to the Soldiers’ Home. He ad- 
vised he thought there would be a National Soldiers’ Home 
there in two years. The next day we saw in the Oregonian 
that they were trying to get: the home located at Vancouver. 
I met one of your Roseburg comrades here and asked him if 
they were interested in getting it at Roseburg, and he advised 
that they were. I asked if this encampment could throw any 
influence toward the national government to get it there. 
I asked Comrade Colvig on the Resolutions Committee to draw 
up a report and I thought if they went into it thoroughly in 
regard to the advantages of the climate at Roseburg, etc., 
that it ought to have some force in having the home located 
at Roseburg. | 

Wm. Colvig: I am not thoroughly posted in regard to the 
intentions of the government only that they are going to 
locate the home either at Roseburg or Vancouver. There is 
going to be several millions of dollars spent in making this a 
very costly and very fine home for soldiers of all wars. Now 
it is desirable to have it located in a country that has an 
enjoyable climate. It is not rainy or foggy at Roseburg as it 
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is at Vancouver. At Roseburg there is a very healthy atmos- 
phere. The country is wonderful. There is no better place 
than at Roseburg, but it would be well for our Resolutions 
Committee to have this encampment adopt a resolution cover- 
ing the home at Roseburg. I think we should adopt a memorial 
at this encampment and send it to Senator McNary, or who- 
ever it should go to, in favor of having the National Home 
at Roseburg. 


Several other comrades gave their views in favor of Rose- 
burg. One comrade advised that the citizens of Roseburg had 
sent a representative to Washington and paid him to lay 
the matter before the committees in the House and Senate 
and that they had done everything they could possibly think 
of to bring the matter before the proper authorities but that, 
of course, they would be pleased to have these “old boys” go 
on record as favoring the National Home at Roseburg. That 
the state would be willing to turn over the present home as 
an inducement. 


R. J. Taylor: I visited with the Commander of the Oregon 
Soldiers’ Home this morning. I learned from him that the 
state has 40 acres at Roseburg now but that the price is a 
little beyond reasonable reach, but that across the river there 
is abundant land to be had for a nominal sum. The govern- 
ment wanted something like 1000 acres. The home at Sawtelle 
covers a large acreage. I am in favor of having this com- 
mittee bring in this report and it will be adopted unanimously. 


Comrade Shaw advised that it would be a matter of but a 
few years when the present home at Roseburg would be aban- 
doned for the want of patronage and advocated having the 
National Home at Vancouver. 


T. M. Kellogg made a motion that the Committee on Reso- 
lutions make a resolution to be forwarded to Congress that we 
favor Roseburg for the National Home. Motion carried. 

Commander Stolz asked R. J. Taylor for a report on his 
visitation to the Daughters of U. V. He advised that he had 
had a very pleasant time and that the Daughters were coming 
up in a body and wanted the comrades to all go to dinner with 
them at noon. 

Comrade Cooper reported that he had-just visited the 
W.R.C. That he found them fine and in the midst of their 
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election, but that they had hesitated long enough to give the 
comrades a good reception. That Dr. Hall had made a pleas- 
ing address, as did also Comrade Eichler. That he had been 
going over these for 45 years to visit them and that his recep- 
tion had never slackened. 

J. EK. Hall: I am surprised at Comrade Cooper’s remarks. 
We just followed the wonderful address he started out on. 
We had a cordial reception but Cooper led us all and made a 
great hit among the ladies. 

The committee to the Auxiliary of the Sons of Veterans 
also reported having received a very pleasant reception. 

The Commander appointed R. J. Taylor and Wm. Clemmens 
as a committee to visit the W. R. C. and ascertain if they 
would hold joint installation. 


The meeting took a recess until 2:30 p. m. 


2:30 P. M., JUNE 25, 1930 


Upon resuming business the invitation from the Chamber 


of Commerce at North Bend to hold the next encampment at. 


that point was discussed at length. The matter was finally 
referred to the Counci! of Administration for adjustment. 


- Next business in order was the election of officers. 


Nominations in order for Commander. T. E. Hills placed 
the name of Wm. Colvig of Chester A. Arthur Post No. 47, 
Medford. Several seconds were heard. T. M. Kellogg placed 
in nomination J. E. Hall, Lincoln-Garfield Post No. 3, Portland. 
Several seconds to this nomination were also made. J. E. Hall 
declined the nomination in favor of Wm. Colvig. The Secretary 
was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot in favor of Wm. 
Colvig. 


Wm. Colvig: 


“Comrades of the G. A. R.: When I came down here I did not expect 
that any honors would be conferred upon one who is a stranger 
among you. 


“T came here to Oregon in childhood, in 1851. I served in the army 
west of the Rocky Mountains. My time was spent only in Indian war- 
fare. One of my brothers was killed by the Indians. The war was 
raging in the South‘and I thought we would be sent back, but they only 
sent part of the regulars and left us at home. I took a steamer and 
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went back and the war had closed and I will say to my old friend 
Clemmens I went back to Missouri. I think Clemmens could go back now. 


“Comrades, I feel highly honored. I can run up and down the state 
from Portland to my home and get better acquainted with you and it 
will cost the G. A. R. nothing at all. I am going to try and be a good 
Commander. I shall be glad to defend this old starry banner. I am 
loyal to this government and I fully realize the struggles our boys went 
through. I thank you for the honor conferred upon me by electing me 
your Commander for one year over this grand jurisdiction.” 


The Officer of the Day announced a delegation from the 
Sons of Veterans who had come to pay their respects. Their 
Department Commander, J. F. Burckhardt, had made some 
very appropriate remarks when the Auxiliary to the Sons 
were announced in waiting to be escorted in. The National 
President, Ida B. Lange, was introduced and also spoke very 
feelingly. She was followed by the Department President, 
Corean Stranahan. After a short interval of greeting the 
delegation withdrew and the election of officers continued. 


Senior Vice Commander: Henry Meyers nominated C. M. 
Eichler of J. W. Geary Post No. 7, Eugene. The Secretary 
cast a unanimous ballot in his favor. 

Junior Vice Commander: T. M. Kellogg nominated J. W. 
Jones of Sumner Post No. 12, Portland. Several seconds. The 
Secretary cast a unanimous ballot. 

Chaplain: Wm. Clemmens nominated G. A. Prentiss of 
Sumner Post No. 12, Portland. C. M. Eichler placed in nomi- 
nation Henry Meyers of J. W. Geary Post No. 7, Eugene. 
G. A. Prentiss withdrew his name in favor of Henry Meyers 
and the Secretary instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for 
Henry Meyers. 

Medical Director: R. J. Taylor placed in nomination J. E. 
Hall of Lincoln-Garfield Post No. 3, Portland. There being 
no further nominations for Medical Director the Secretary 
cast a unanimous ballot for J. E. Hall. 


Council of Administration: Wm. Clemmens nominated T. E. 
Hills of Sumner Post No. 12, Portland; T. E. Hills nominated 
J. P. Shaw of Lincoln-Garfield Post No. 3, Portland; Comrade 
McLean nominated T. M. Kellogg of Sumner Post No. 12, 
Portland; J. E. Hall nominated R. J. Taylor of George Wright 
Post No. 1, Portland; J. E. Hall nominated W. J. Terry of 
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Ben Butler Post No. 57, Portland. The Secretary cast a 
unanimous ballot for the five comrades to serve on the Council 
of Administration. 


At this point Wm. Colvig asked the Committee on Regaine 
tions to retire in order that they might work on the resolu- 
tions. 


Comrade McLean nominated Wm. Clemmens as installing 
officer for the evening. This was seconded by R. J. Taylor. 
Carried. 


Comrade Clemmens aaked to be excused from the meeting 
in order that he might perfect the arrangements for installa- 
tion. This request was granted. 


The election of delegates to the National Encampment was 
in order. Fred R. Smith of Sedgwick Post No. 10, Salem, was 
nominated and elected. 


Gideon Stolz: I would make the suggestion that as you 
have elected F. R. Smith that you leave the balance to the 
incoming administration. You are entitled to three more. 


This carried. 


J. C. Cooper: What I want to say is in regard to the Sol- 
diers’ Home. We want to do everything possible to have the 
home established at Roseburg. We have the right man as 
Commander to do that. I think he should take a little more 
time to prepare it stronger. He is a lawyer and judge and I 
think he would prepare a fine memorial to hand to the com- 
missioner appointed to establish that home. I make the mo- 
tion that Wm. Colvig draw up a strong resolution. 

This was seconded by many and carried. 

J. C. Cooper made a motion that the incoming Adjueee be 
instructed to pay the Secretary, Mrs. C. S. Baker, twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) for her services at the encampment. This 
carried. 

Wm. Colvig read the following resolution: 


Be it resolved, that we, the Department of Oregon, Grand Army of 
the Republic, in convention assembled, fully appreciate the many cour- 
tesies and splendid entertainments given us during our sessions here in 
the beautiful city of Eugene, and we especially wish to extend our thanks 
to the mayor, Chamber of Commerce, the Women’s Relief Corps, Grand 
Army of the Republic, American Legion, Sons of Veterans, Sons of 
Veterans Auxiliary, Daughters of Union Veterans, Ladies of the G. A. R. 
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and also the kindly notices of the press of the city, also to the transpor- 
tation lines for the reduced rates, the automobile people, and that grand 
and noble order, the Boy Scouts, whom we recognize as the coming 
power in the republic. In fact it seems to us that each of these organi- | 
zations and the people in general have exerted themselves to make our 
stay enjoyable and a pleasant memory to carry away with us when we 
depart.

Wm. Colvig made a motion that the above resolutions be 
adopted. This was seconded by many. Motion carried. 

Meeting adjourned. 

At a public gathering in the hall where previous sessions 
had been held the officers elected during the day were duly 
installed. Commander Colvig appointed Joseph E. Hall to act 
as Assistant Adjutant General for the coming year and he 
was duly installed into said office. 


Music and addresses provided an evening of special attrac- 
tion and satisfaction to a large audience. 


10:00 A. M., JUNE 26, 1930 


A short session was called to order by the Commander, 
Wm. M. Colvig. 


The Resolutions Committee reported favorably on the sal- 
ary of the Assistant Adjutant General being reduced to © 
$400.00 a year. A motion was made to this effect and carried. 


Comrade Cooper suggested that the Commander call a 
meeting in Portland in the near future in order that the busi- 
ness unfinished in this session could be closed and the out- 
going Assistant Adjutant General turn over his books and 
report to the new Adjutant. This was made a motion and 
carried. 


Further discussion was had relative to the meeting place 
of the next encampment. Upon reconsideration a motion was 
made to ask the Council of Administration to decide to hold 
the encampment at Portland as it would be the 50th anni- 
versary of the Department of Oregon, G. A. R., and the 
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entertainment could be better handled there. This motion 
carried. It was the concensus of opinion that the Council of 
Administration could handle all matters pertaining to the 
' next encampment in Portland. 


Wm. M. Colvig informed the session that the evening be- 
fore at the camp fire the Department President of the 
W. R. C., Mrs. Estelle N. Weed, had presented him with a 
check for $106.25 to be placed in the general fund of the 
G. A. R. J. C. Cooper made a motion to return this money 
to the W. R. C. with the heartfelt thanks of the G. A. R. 
He felt that the G. A. R. did not need the assistance and that 
the W. R. C. could do far more good with the money. This 
was seconded and carried. 


The following letter was read from Mrs. Leota M. Brown, 
Department President of the Ladies of the Grand Army:

I have the honor to submit the following brief report of the Oregon 
Department, Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 1861-1865, 
for the term ending June 30, 1930. 


The department is now composed of eighteen Tents, with a total 
membership of 1015. 


Tent No. 21, Alma Bennett Olden, at Hillsboro, was granted its 
charter August 30, 1930, with a charter membership of 32. 

The Secretary’s report shows all Tents active in patriotic work in 
their respective localities, and working in harmony with other patriotic 
orders throughout the state. 

Each Tent in the department is annually assigned a special patriotic 
day for observance in the Soldiers’ Home. The report from the home 
shows a satisfactory response to these requests, as many gifts of various 
kinds and greetings are sent to our veterans during the year. 
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Substantial additions to the Soldiers’ Home library have also been 
made by the Tents. 

Tent reports show that flowers to a value approximating $2000.00 
have been given to the comrades throughout the year. 

During my administration the Department Council raised $204.00 
which greatly facilitated the work of our order. All funds asked by 
national were promptly forwarded to National Headquarters.

INTRODUCTORY 
- A BIT OF LOCAL HISTORY 


The Department of Oregon, 
Grand Army of the Republic, took 
very great interest and satisfac- 
tion in the celebration of the fif- 
tieth anniversary of its existence 
as a separate department. While 
distant from the locality of the 
stirring events that made the Civil 
War memorable, and while not 
represented by military organiza- 
tions in either the eastern or west- 
ern armies of the union, this north- 
west portion of the United States 
did raise regiments to preserve the 
integrity of the union against 
troublesome Indians incited to dis- 
loyalty and warfare by secession 
sympathizers. 

The members of these union 
regiments have been welcomed to 
membership in our Grand Army, 
and their ranks have been greatly 

JACOB C. COOPER reinforced as comrades from states 
Department Commander, 1893 farther east have been attracted to 
Oregon as a suitable place to es- 

tablish and maintain a home. 
California and Oregon were united in one department until the action 
of a delegation following instructions succeeded in 1881 in establishing 
Oregon as a separate department. While we celebrate this event at this 
encampment we also wish to honor the only surviving comrade of that 
delegation, our honored Past Department Commander Jacob C. Cooper 
of McMinnville, who though nearly deprived of vision is able to be 
with us. Names of other delegates are preserved on our records and are 

gratefully remembered. 
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THE ANNUAL DINNER GIVEN BY THE KIWANIS CLUB 


Among the friendly organizations that have given substantial evi- 
dences of their interest in the surviving union veterans of the Civil War, 
these veterans feel particularly indebted to the Portland Kiwanis Club, 
whose membership has combined to furnish, at least once per year, an 
entertainment and dinner complimentary to veterans of 1861-65. 

This year the 23d day of June was designated for the dinner which 
had been selected as the opening day for the Oregon Department En- 
campment. The comrades were asked to assemble at the Court House 
at 10 A. M. with promise that autos would convey them to the Multno- 
mah Hotel. The veterans, however, had previously decided that a march 
to the hotel would be a fitting parade for the encampment, and led by 
the Civil War veterans’ fife and drum corps, nearly every comrade of 
the 97 registered found himself able to keep up with the procession and 
receive the greetings of the entertainers at the hotel. After having a 
picture taken, entering the building, seated in comfortable chairs on the 
mezzanine floor, they listened for an hour to a splendid program given 
by the 7th Infantry Band from Vancouver Barracks. This was followed — 
by a dinner and program of greetings, music and speeches lasting until 
nearly time fixed for business session at the Court House, when the 
guests were returned in autos, strongly impressed by the kindness and 
hospitality of their benefactors.

FIRST BUSINESS SESSION — 2:30 P. M., JUNE 23, 1931 


The first business session of the Fiftieth Annual Encamp- 
ment was opened in G. A. R. headquarters at the Court House, 
Portland, Oregon, with Commander William M. Colvig presid- 
ing. The invocation was given by J. G. Chambers, acting 
Chaplain. This was followed by the Flag salute. 


COMMANDER’S REPORT 


Comrades of the Department of Oregon, G. A. R.: 


One year ago you conferred upon me the signal honor of Department 
Commander and now I should render an account of my stewardship. 
There is not much to say of my work as physical disability has prevented 
much visitation. I was able, however, to attend the sessions of the 
National Encampment at Cincinnati in company with your delegates, 
and to take a part with the ‘Committee on Resolutions while there. The 
Oregon delegation was heard from in the sessions of the _ different 
organizations as well as in the parade. 

During the past year at least 56 comrades have answeréd their’ last 
roll call in this Department. While an effort is being madé to secure 
the names and addresses of every comrade in Oregon, ‘our present esti- 
mate of 324 seems to be about correct, with 26 posts remaining, though 
some of these are not very active. Have been able to visit a few posts 
during the year, and for a short time, in company with the President 
of the Woman’s Relief Corps, had the privilege of listening to her valu- 
able counsel and of adding a word of encouragement here and there. 

I find men in Oregon wearing the G. A. R. badge who do not belong 
to any G. A. R. post but who seem to enjoy any benefits of membership 
and wear the lapel button with pride without any responsibilities of 
membership. This is illegal and forbidden under penalty of the laws 
of our state and nation. 

Comrades belonging to posts having surrendered their charter are 
advised that they are entitled to transfer cards permitting membership 
in another post within one year, or upon written application to the 
Assistant Adjutant General and payment of one dollar may become 
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members at large, and secure a certificate designating them as Com- 
rades at Large with Department membership and all privileges given 
any comrade. These comrades, if desired, can join any G. A. R. post 
subject to the wishes of its comrades, or by the annual payment of one 
dollar can remain with the Department. Our auxiliaries would not allow 
a comrades to forfeit membership for lack of means to pay his annual 
fee. ) 

During my term of office I have had the assistance of Dr. J. E. Hall, 
a very able Assistant Adjutant General who has been active and prompt 
in all his duties. Without his aid my administration would have been 
a probable failure. P 

Our auxiliaries, the Woman’s Relief Corps, Ladies of the G. A. R., 
Daughters of Union Veterans, Sons of Veterans and their Auxiliaries, 
have each been active in their respective lines of duty. Their faithful 
and earnest efforts to advance and enhance the usefulness of their or- 
ganizations have not only won my approval and admiration but I feel 
confident have the respect and approval of our comrades. 

We have anticipated an enjoyable gathering at this fiftieth anni- 
versary of our order in Oregon. We each have reason for gratitude to 
the Author of our being for prolonging our lives, and advise continuation 
of the courage, loyalty, self-respect and love for each other that has 
enabled us to look back over more than four score years of more or less 
patient endeavor to live lives of helpfulness and good citizenship.

REPORT OF JUNIOR VICE COMMANDER 
JAMES W. JONES 


I am like the Senior Vice Commander, I haven’t much of a report to 
make. I have done no visiting except right in Portland, but I have done 
a good deal of visiting among the sick. I have visited at the hospital 
nearly every week this year. 

I thank you for the honor conferred upon me when you elected me 
Junior Vice. 


The Junior Vice Commander’s report was referred to the 
following committee: George Knieriem, T. G. Harris, Charles 
Powers.

REPORT OF DR. J. E.. HALL, MEDICAL DIRECTOR 


Commander and Comrades: 


One year ago in our report we had something to say about heart 
action. Now we congratulate you whose hearts have kept going, while 
we pay loving tribute to those who have fallen by the way, with an 
assurance that a grateful nation will not forget their services. 

Since the government has at times increased our pension rating as 
age came on impairing physical ability, we discover that our medical 
advisors have increased their fees. We cannot now go to the doctor’s 
office, read on his slate when he will return, and when we do get a 
chance to consult him pay him 50 cents for a prescription, provided he 
did not prepare the medicine himself and charge us a dollar. 

That was when office rent was about ten dollars per month and 
slates not very expensive. Later on when our pension was increased 
and doctors became more numerous, we would find a woman in the office 
employed to hold us until the doctor’s return for fear some competitor 
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would get a chance at us. This cost the doctor more and we had to pay 
increased fees to enable him to make a living. 


Later on when another pension raise came, medical gentlemen decided 
that a human being had too many vital organs for one doctor to look 
after and better results (whether to doctor or patient was not clear) 
could be expected by specializing. Each specialist then acquired a new 
title, generally with a long name. Then when a patient had a pain 
somewhere in the region of his stomach he was referred to an enterolo- 
gist or possibly to a roentgenologist who wanted a picture of our insides 
at an expense to the patient of five dollars and up, like the rooms in 
a hotel. This permitted a better opportunity to locate the disturbance. 


Trouble in an eye called for an opthalmologist, and when our throats 
became a source of trouble the services of an otolaryngorhinologist were 
apt to be necessary. To carry such titles seemed to require that fees 
must be increased much beyond pension increases until a humane govy- 
ernment, remembering the services of Civil War and other veterans, 
keeping in mind the fact that age prevented them from earning much 
if any money by manual labor, decided to open national hospitals where 
veterans could have the benefit of the services of these titled physicians 
at government expense. 


Portland is specially fortunate in this respect in having so valuable 
an institution close by, and somewhere in the state another of these 
national hospitals seems assured. 


In addition to this, when the sands of life have gone out, a burial fee 
is paid, and later on a headstone is furnished when called for, so that 
succeeding generations may not fail as the grave is seen to remember 
that here is the grave of a patriot who loved his country.

Following is the verbal report of J. D. Stevens, Patriotic 
Instructor: 


This is news to me. I didn’t know I was Patriotic Instructor, but I 
have taken every occasion to bring patriotism before the public to the 
extent of speaking in the public schools, but owing to sickness I had to 
go to Southern California and located in Santa Barbara for six months. 
During that time I participated on three different occasions in the pre- 
sentation of Flags to the Methodist and Christian churches and the Boy 
Scouts, and, as the ladies were particularly kind to me, I addressed the 
W. R. C. of the Star King Post, also the Circle and the Spanish War 
Veterans, and I must say that while I was away from you I had a very 
fine time. 
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Since last Encampment I spent nine weeks in this hospital up on the 
hill and owing to the care I received there, the very best of attention 
and medical services, I in that way recovered from a bad case of bron- 
chitis. When I went there the doctor said “He will not live more than 
two or three days,” but I am very much alive now. 


I believe the G. A. R. in the state of Oregon is equal in patriotic 
service to any in the United States. We have men in our order from 
the East and middle states who have gradually drifted to the Pacific 
Coast, and owing to their good morals and good living they are among 
the first class citizens of the state. 


Comrades, I want to say a word regarding the abuse that has been 
heaped upon President Lincoln. I think as Patriotic Instructor I may 
have the privilege of mentioning it. 


It has been the custom of a certain element to publish books reflect- 
ing upon the character of that greatest of all patriots, Abraham Lincoln. 


I am here to say and chailenge any man to say that in all annals of 
the human race with which we are familiar that there is no man to 
compare in human sympathy with that great character, Abraham 
Lincoln. 


I can not account for a man born in a log cabin, going barefooted 
for years, studying before a log fire and informing himself on the duties 
which belong to good citizenship and gradually obtaining the chief 
magistracy of the greatest nation on the globe. He stands out alone 
and apart from any other human individual and, Commander, if I were 
to describe that man in sufficient praise I would say he was great in 
diplomacy and statesmanship; great in uniting the nation that had been 
at each others’ throats for four years; great in his love of humanity, 
with malice toward none and charity for all. I can only describe him in 
the language of the greatest poet that ever wrote: “The foremost man 
of all this world, whose fame folds in this orb of the earth.”

Commander Wm. M. Colvig: 


I met J. E. Gandy and traveled with him on the train to Cincinnati 
and he would dignify any position you might give him, but I do not 
believe we should go to the National Encampment pledged. 


A motion was made and carried that the matter be referred 
to the favorable consideration of the delegates and a reply 
should be sent to J. E. Gandy to that effect and also a reply 
sent to the Commander of the Department of Washington and 
Alaska embodying this information.

For Department Chaplain: G. A. Prentiss, Sumner Post 
No. 12, Portland, was nominated and the A. A. G. instructed 
to cast a unanimous ballot.

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G. A. Prentiss said: 


I have had an ambition for a number of years to be elected Depart- 
ment Chaplain. I have had no ambition for any other office and I feel 
highly gratified. I will put in all the time I have to pray for you. 
I thank you. 


Medical Director: Dr. J. E. Hall was nominated and the 
Secretary instructed to cast a unanimous ballot. 


J. Hy Hall said: 


I have lived under that appointment for a good many years—twenty- 
five years or more—and I don’t know but possibly that has had some- 
thing to do with keeping me alive. I am sorry I could not keep more 
of my comrades alive during the years. 


Commander Colvig made the following announcement: 


Dr. Paul Carter of the Veterans’ Hospital suggested that it would 
be a very kindly act if a committee from this grand body would visit 
the hospital and talk to the veterans he will have gathered together 
there. He will send an auto to take the committee there and back. He 
particularly wanted me to go. 


D. W. Butler made a motion, which was seconded by sev- 
eral, that the invitation be accepted and that Wm. M. Colvig 
head the committee and he in turn appoint two others to go 
with him. This motion carried and the time was set for 10:00 
o’clock the following day.

I am so glad to be with the G. A. R. on their 50th anniversary. Your 
services for so many years have been wonderful. You have built up 
this nation and we want you to know that the Ladies of the G. A. R. 
are going to carry on through our children and their children. 

My grandfather sleeps on the battlefield of Shiloh. Then my father 
finished the battle out. I have two daughters belonging to my order 
and one of them has a little daughter. That is the way we are going

on through and through. We love you all so dearly. Our fathers, that 
is what you are. 

The Ladies of the G. A. R. have always had a place in their midst 
for your wives and then the widows of the soldiers. We are spending 
$60,000 taking care of our own members. We are taking care of many 
widows. We can’t come to you and give you a $100.00 check, but last 
week in Washington we visited one of our homes where it costs $1000.00 
a month to maintain it. In Pennsylvania we have two homes. You don’t 
need our money, but you do need our love. Our hearts are wound up 
in the G. A. R. We will do our best for you. We are so proud of your 
Commander. 

I am the only one of the national heads to come to Oregon this year. 
I feel that it has been a great blessing to me. Your wonderful fruit 
and flowers and your hospitality, I would not give it for everything that 
they are seeing back there in the East. Thank you. 


Commander Colvig responded very eloquently and intro- 
duced Mrs. Casea Osburn, Past National President of the 
Ladies of the G. A. R., who spoke as follows: 


This is the fifth time I have visited your encampment and each time 
I am thrilled deeper than before. To me you are like rare old china. 
The Ladies of the G. A. R. hold you in very high esteem. We owe you 
so much as our fathers, but also as soldiers we owe you so much. My 
father was your comrade. I am so glad to tell you again how much 
we love you. The same blood is still coursing through our veins.

I am 
ready whenever the summons comes, and I want to say again to you 
ladies, God bless you all.’ 


Comrade Gates also responded in an eloquent manner. 

After the departure of the Daughters the following resolu- 
tions were read on the passing of Department Commanders 
Wm. Clemmens and 8. W. Taylor: 


The Department of Oregon has been called upon this year to mourn 
the passing of one twice honored by the highest gift in the Department, 
Comrade William Clemmens, who, on November 10, 1930, answered the 
last call of taps and entered the ranks of the Grand Army above where 
he waits with beckoning hands the arrival of those who tenderly cherish 
his memory here. 

For many years Comrade Clemmens took an active part in the affairs 
of the Department, serving with distinction in whatever capacity chosen. 

Comrade Clemmens enlisted in the Union army in Company D, 43d 
Missouri Infantry. Later he served in Company H, 41st M. S. M.; Com- 
pany A, 3d Cavalry, and Company G, 88th Virginia. 

He was a good soldier, an esteemed neighbor, a public spirited citizén 
and a faithful comrade. 

Your committee recommends the adoption of the foregoing tribute. 
It further recommends that it be published in the proceedings of this 
encampment and that a copy be sent to Comrade Clemmens’ widow. 


The death of Past Department Commander Samuel W. Taylor in the 
city of Pcrtland on October 6, 1930, caused a feeling of sadness and 
regret to the hearts of all friends and comrades of the Grand Army of 
the Republic in this Department. 

Comrade Taylor served during the Civil War in Company B, 13th 
Penna. Cavalry. For a time he was Commandant of the Soldiers’ Home

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most in his mind. He was also treasurer of Lane County for a number 
of years.

So far as has been ascertained, our Comrade J. C. Cooper of McMinn- 
ville is the sole survivor of the group of Civil War comrades who met 
in council and brought about the separation of Oregon from the Depart- 
ment of California and Oregon. 

At the 49th session of the Department, held in Eugene last June, the 
matter of the holding of the semi-centennial encampment came up for 
discussion and inasmuch as the city of Portland had been originally 
designated as headquarters, and application for the organization of the 
Department had been made in that city, it was thought best to have this 
meeting here, although action had been taken favoring another location.

I have the privilege of submitting to you a brief report of the Ore- 
gon Department, Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 1861- 
1865, for the year ending June 30, 1931. 


On the eve of our department convention, a group of enthusiastic 
Daughters banded to gether and organized a tent at Clatskanie. The 
institution of this tent, Sarah M. Blackford No. 22, gives the department 
19 active tents with a total membership of 1027. 


All tents in the department have done creditable patriotic and relief 
work and a few of the tents have participated in outstanding activities 
in their respective communities. 


Each Union veteran of the Civil War throughout the state is given 
particular attention by the tent nearest him. Birthday remembrances 
are emphasized and many anniversaries are observed with the comrades. 
The comrades at the Roseburg home receive the same attention as the 
local comrades, and on each patriotic anniversary they are remembered 
with gifts by some tent in the department. 

It is difficult to place a value on the work of those who make calls 
on the veterans and their wives, and those who take flowers, fruit or 
some delicacy. One tent reported 1589 calls made during the past year. 


Through the efforts of the council and the co-operation of the tents, 
$200 was added to the department general fund for convention purposes. 
The tents have responded at all times when contributions were requested 
and as a result the usual funds have received donations from the Oregon 
department. These include the permanent G. A. R. fund, the Southern 
Memorial fund and the National Memorial fund. 


The routine business of the department has been taken care of, all 
bills promptly paid, and $417.71 will be turned over to the incoming 
administration. Of this amount, $49.14 is a savings account for an 
Oregon memorial monument. 


It has been a pleasure to serve with the patriotic orders allied with 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Splendid co-operation has made 
associations at all times most enjoyable.

Elizabeth Throckmorton was born in Pennsylvania, November 14, 
1842; married Rev. John H. Wood, June 1, 1861. Her husband enlisted 
in the Union army soon after marriage, and during his service in the 
army, Decmber, 1863, she enlisted as a Civil War nurse, leaving: an 
infant son in charge of her parents. She served as nurse during the 
war, rendering satisfactory service. She and her husband came to 
Oregon in 1882 and her husband, after a few years of earnest work, 
died and was buried in Gresham a few years ago. His wife, the subject 
of this sketch, passed away January 4, 1931, and was buried beside her 
husband, leaving a record of useful service as wife, nurse, mother and 
helpful neighbor.
